Whereas there was this day read at the Board a Memorial from the Right 
Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, dated the 21st day 
of December, 1962 (N.P. 4708/62) in the words following, viz. : — 
“WHEREAS by Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions 
Act, 1865, it is enacted, inter alia, that all pensions or allowances in the 
nature thereof, payable in respect of services in Your Majesty’s Naval or 
Marine Forces to a person being or having been an Officer, Seaman or 
Marine therein, or to the widow or relation of a deceased Officer, Seaman 
or ‘Marine, shall be paid in such manner and subject to such restrictions, 
ee and provisions, as are from time to time directed by Order in 
ouncil : 


“AND WHEREAS we deem it expedient to provide for the increase of 
certain of these pensions and allowances to correspond, as nearly as may 
be, with the benefits provided, in the case of civil pensions, by the Pensions 
(Increase) Act 1962 ; and to make certain consequential adjustments in the 
minimum rates of pensions that may be awarded in future to the widows 
and children of deceased Officers, Petty Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers 
and Men: 

“We beg humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the provisions set out in the 
Schedules annexed thereto with effect from Ist January, 1963. 


“The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have signified 
their concurrence in these proposals. 


) SCHEDULE I 

“ This Schedule to relate to:— | 

(a) Officers’ service retired pay, compassionate allowances and the service 
portion of disability retired pay. 

(b) Service retired pay and the service portion of disability retired pay 
of officers of the Women’s Royal Naval Service and of Queen 
Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing Service and Nursing Service Reserve — 
and of the Naval Nursing Auxiliary Section. 

(c) Men’s and women’s service pensions, including elements for rank and 
age and additions for war service. 

(d) Pensions payable under Order in Council of 23rd May, 1952, and 
previous Orders relating to Riggers and Yardcraft personnel if beginning 
before the relevant date. 

(e) Pensions payable under Order in Council of 20th November, 1959, 
and previous Orders relating to European and Indian members of the 

Hong Kong Dockyard Police if beginning before the relevant date. 
(f) Pensions payable under Order in Council of 20th November, 1959, 
' and previous Orders relating to European and Indian (or otherwise 
Asian) members of the Singapore Dockyard Police if beginning before 
the relevant date.

(g) Pensions payable under Order in Council of 23rd May, 1952, and 
previous Orders relating to certain Shipwrights if beginning before the 
relevant date. 

(h) Family pensions. 

(i) Pensions for distinguished conduct. (Additions to pensions in respect 
of gallantry awards shall for the purposes of this Schedule be regarded as 
forming a part of the pension to which they are attached.) 

_(j) Meritorious service annuities payable to Royal Marines when the 
recipient is also receiving another pension increasable under this 
~~ Schedule. 

(k) Retired Officers’ naval pensions and good service pensions. 

(DD Any award increased or increasable under Orders in Council of 
13th August, 1920, or 8th December, 1924. 
(m) Pensions payable under Order in Council of 27th February, 1961, 
_and previous Orders relating to Officers of the Royal Fleet Auxiliary 
Service if beginning before the relevant date. 

(n) Pensions payable under Order in Council of 27th February, 1961, 
and previous Orders relating to certain ratings of the Royal Fleet 
Auxiliary Service if beginning before the relevant date. 

(0) Service retired pay of Officers of the former Royal Indian Navy. 


— “2, An award to which this Schedule relates may be increased provided 
either that: — 
(a) the pensioner has attained the age of 60 years or, where the pension 
is a widow’s pension, 40 years; or 
(6) the pensioner, if receiving a pension as a child of a deceased officer, 
rating or other rank, has not attained the age of 16 years or, having 
attained that age, is receiving full time instruction in an educational 
establishment or is undergoing training for a trade, profession or 
vocation in circumstances that require him to devote the whole of his 
time to that training for a period of not less than two years; or 


(c) the pensioner was invalided from the naval service; or 
(d) the pensioner is a woman with at least one dependant as defined in 
Clause 7 following ; or 


(e) the pensioner is permanently incapacitated by physical or mental 
infirmity from engaging in regular full-time employment. 


“3, Subject to the provisions of Clause 4, the increase to comprise: — 


(a) the appropriate percentage, as set out in Clause 5, of the retired pay 
or pension being paid to the pensioner at the time when the increase 
becomes payable, including any pension increase awarded or admissible 
under former Pensions Increase Orders in Council ; and 


(b) the additional increase as set out in Clause 6 to all pensioners who 
receive the percentage increase in sub-Clause 3 (a) and who either have 
already reached or subsequently attain the age of 70; provided that, 
in the latter case, the additional increase is to take effect and become 
payable only when the pensioner attains the age of 70. 


“4. (a) In implementing the provisions of sub-Clause 3 (a), and in 
applying the provision of sub-Clause 6 (5) of this Schedule to sub-Clause 
3 (b), a fraction of a pound in an annual rate of pension will be treated 
as a whole pound and a fraction of sixpence in a weekly rate of pension 
will be treated as a whole sixpence, for the purpose of the calculation only. 
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The increase to be added to the actual pension in payment. 

(6) Where commutation is effected on or after Ist January, 1963, the 
amount commuted to be included as if it were still part of the pension, in 
assessing the increase permissible. 


“5. The amounts of the percentage increases under sub-Clause 3 (a) to 

be as follows: — 

(a) Twelve per cent. for— 

(i) the service retired pay or pension of officers of the Women’ S 
Royal Naval Service, Queen AlJexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing 
Service and Nursing Service Reserve and the Naval Nursing 
Auxiliary Section, and for men’s and women’s service pensions, 
and for family pensions, assessed in accordance with regulations 
which were effective before 1st April, 1959; 

(ii) the service retired pay or pension of officers (other than permanent 
and temporary officers on the Special Duties List in receipt of 
awards under paragraphs (A), (B) or (C) of Schedule III of Order 
in Council (No. 64*/N.P,) of 24th March, 1961, and women 
officers) assessed in accordance with regulations which were effective 
before Ist April, 1960; 

(iii) the family pensions of widows and children of naval ratings and 
Royal Marine other ranks awarded at minimum rates effective from 
Ist April, 1959. | 

(b) Six per cent. for— 

(i) the service retired pay or pension of permanent and temporary 
officers on the Special Duties List, if increased in accordance with 
the regulations in paragraphs (A), (B) or (C), and the service retired 
pay of the women officers designated in sub-Clause 1 (b)‘‘if 
awarded under the regulations in paragraph (D), of Schedule: III 
of Order in Council (No. 64*/N.P.) of 24th March, 1961. Officers 
on the Special Duties List to whom this sub-Clause relates may 
however be granted instead their service retired pay. award, less 
the increase payable under Order in Council of 24th March, 1961, 
with the appropriate pensions increase thereon ; | 

(ii) men’s and women’s service pensions and the pensions same’ 
in sub-Clauses 1 (7) and (j) if assessed in accordance with. regula- 
tions introduced with effect from ist April, 1959, and, in, force 
before Ist April, 1962. 

(c) four per cent. for officers’ service retired pay in the categories named 
in sub-Clauses 1 (a) and (b) assessed in accordance with tegulations 
introduced with effect from Ist April, 1960, and in force before Ist 
April, 1962, whether or not the awards were made before. the latter 
date. 

(d) in the case of family pensions assessed under regulations introduced 
with effect from Ist April, 1959, the same percentage as would. haye 
been awarded to the officer, rating or other rank from. whose: service 
the family pension derives, had he been alive on 1st January, 1963, 
and the relevant conditions in Clause 2 of this Schedule were ‘satis- 
fied ; provided, however, that where it is more favourable 4 ‘family 
pension may be increased instead by an amount equal to the amount 
by which the pension falls short of the minimum rate of family pension 
effective from 1st January, 1963, which may be awarded in fespect 
of an officer, rating or other rank of the same rank or: rate.” :-No 
increase to be awarded under this Schedule in respect of oa On 
or after Ist January, 1963.

“ SCHEDULE 


“The provisions of this Schedule are effective from the 27th May, 1963, 
and are to apply to all Locally Entered ratings of the Royal Navy other 
than Maltese. They will cover, therefore, Chinese, Malayan, Goan, Ceylonese, 
Bantu, Somali, West African and St. Helenian Locally Entered ratings. 


““2. Disablement Pensions and Gratuities Allowable for Attributable 
Invaliding 


(a) Where the degree of disablement is assessed at 20 per cent and upwards 
the invalid may be awarded a pension, either temporarily or permanently 
according to the circumstances of the case, on the basis of a maximum 
scale of 57s. 6d. a week for Chief Petty Officers and Petty Officers, 
56s. 3d. a week for Leading Ratings and 55s. Od. a week for Lower 
Ratings for total disablement (100 per cent) ; lower degrees of disable- 
ment carrying proportionately reduced rates.

Gratuities at Admiralty discretion may be granted on discharge in respect 
of slight permanent injury due to Naval Service, for which a Hurt Certificate 
was granted, when discharge is totally unconnected with the injury and any 
other award which may be made is based on length of service only. 


‘*4,. Compensation in Respect of Death Attributable to Service

‘61. PENSIONS FOR DISABLEMENT

“*2. GRATUITIES

(B) The special conditions governing the grant of these family allowances 
shall be as follows :— 


(a) For a wife— 


if she is living apart from her husband, family element shall not be 
allowable in respect of her, unless— 


(i) she was being regularly maintained in whole or in part by her 
husband up to the date of any award or renewal of his disable- 
ment pension, and/or 


(ii) she is entitled to support under a separation or maintenance 
order, or 


(iii) the separation was caused by the husband’s mental instability 
due to the disability in respect of which he is granted his 
disablement pension. 


(b) ‘Child’ in relation to a member of the Naval Forces, means— 
(i) a legitimate child of the member ; 
(ii) a legitimated child of the member ; 
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(iii) an illegitimate child of the member, who did not become 
legitimated upon the marriage of the member to the child’s mother ; 

(iv) an illegitimate child of the member to whom sub-clauses (tii) 
and (vii) of this clause do not apply, who was born before or within 
nine months after the date on which the member sustained the 
wound or injury, or the date on which he was removed from duty 
on account of the disease in respect of which his disablement 
pension is granted, and who has been regularly maintained in whole 
or in part by the member up to the date of any award or renewal 
of his disablement pension, or is subject to an affiliation order 
in force against the member ; 

(v) a step-child of the member who is being regularly maintained in 
whole or part by him; 

(vi) a legally adopted child of the member ; 

(vii) a foster child, that is to say a child who :— 

(aa) was being brought up and wholly or mainly maintained by 
the member on the date on which he sustained the wound 
or injury, or was removed from duty on account of the disease, 
in respect of which his disablement pension was granted, and 

(bb) had been brought up and wholly or mainly maintained by 
the member for not less than six months (or such less period 
as the Admiralty may determine in the exceptional circum- 
stances of any case) during his service, and 

(cc) has been so maintained by the member up to the date of any 
award or renewal of his disablement pension. 


(C) The expressions ‘ removed from duty’ or ‘ removal from duty’ shall 
be interpreted with reference to the date of the first removal from duty on 
account of the disease upon which the claim in respect of disablement is 
based, provided that if, as the result of service subsequent to the date of 
receipt of the wound or injury or of removal from duty, not being service 
after the 2nd September, 1939, the member suffered material aggravation of 
his disability, the date of removal from duty shall be that of the later removal 
on account of the disability: or, if there was no such removal, the date 
of termination of full pay service of the member. 


(D) Family addition to disablement pension in respect of a child shall 
normally terminate when the child attains the age of 18 years in the case 
of an officer or at the age of 16 years in any other case, but, subject to the 
production of satisfactory evidence the allowance may be made or continued 
in respect of a child who has attained the child’s age limit when that child— 

(a) is a student, receiving full time instruction at a university, college, 

secondary school, technical school or any other establishment, which, in 
the opinion of the Admiralty, is a comparable educational establish- 
ment; or 

(b) is an apprentice receiving not more than nominal wages ; or 


(c) is incapable of self-support by reason of an infirmity which arose 
before he or she attained the child’s age limit. 


(E) Family additions to disablement pension in respect of an individual 


may be withheld if in the opinion of the Admiralty the circumstances are 
not such as to justify a grant. 


(F) Where an individual in respect of whom family addition to disablement 
pension is admissible is not residing with the member, the addition may, at 
the discretion of the Admiralty, be granted independently, for the benefit 
of that individual, to some person other than the member. 
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“4. EDUCATION ALLOWANCES 

A member of the Naval or Marine Forces who is in receipt of retired pay 
or a pension under Clause 1 may be awarded an allowance in respect of a 
child (including a child to whom Clause 8(C)(d) applies) for the purpose 
of the education of that child if— 

(a) the child has attained the age of 5 years ; and 

(b) the circumstances of the family are such as to require it ; and 

(c) the Admiralty is satisfied that the type of education which the child is 

receiving, or is to receive, is suitable for the child. 

The amount of any allowance under this Clause shall be determined by 
the Admiralty but the total payments made in respect of any period of 
twelve months shall not exceed £120 in respect of any one child. 


“* 5. ALLOWANCES FOR CONSTANT ATTENDANCE 

Where a member of the Naval or Marine Forces is in receipt of retired 
pay or a pension under Clause 1 in respect of disablement the degree of 
which is not less than 80 per cent., and it is shown to the satisfaction of the 
Admiralty that constant attendance on the member is necessary on account 
of the disablement, he may be awarded an allowance at a rate not exceeding 
£130 a year in the case of an officer or 50s. a week in any other case. 

Provided that in an exceptional case of very severe disablement the 
allowance may, subject to such conditions as the Admiralty may determine, 
be increased to a rate not exceeding £260 a year in the case of an officer 
or 100s. a week in any other case. 


“© 6. SEVERE DISABLEMENT OCCUPATIONAL ALLOWANCE 

Where a member of the Naval or Marine Forces is in receipt of an allow- 
ance for constant attendance at a rate increased under the proviso to Clause 5, 
or would be in receipt of such an allowance if he were not in a hospital or 
other institution, he may for any period during which he is, in the opinion 
of the Admiralty, ordinarily employed in a gainful occupation, be awarded 
an allowance at the rate of £52 a year in the case of an officer, or 20s. a 
week in any other case.

‘7, ALLOWANCES FOR WEAR AND TEAR OF CLOTHING 
(A) Where a member of the Naval or Marine Forces who is in receipt 
of retired pay or a pension under Clause 1 in respect of an amputation 
regularly wears an artificial limb, he may be awarded an allowance in respect 
of wear and tear of clothing at whichever of the following rates is 
applicable : — 
(a) where he wears a single artificial limb (other than a tilting table limb),

(b) where he wears a tilting table limb or more than one artificial limb, 
£12 10s. a year. 
(B) In any other case in which the Admiralty is satisfied that as a result

“* 8. ALLOWANCES FOR UNEMPLOYABLE PENSIONERS 

(A) Eligibility 

Where a member of the Naval or Marine Forces is in receipt of retired 
pay or a pension under Clause 1 in respect of disablement so serious as to 
make him unemployable, he may be awarded allowances in accordance with 
such of the provisions of this Clause as may be appropriate in his case: 


Provided that— 


(i) such a member may be deemed to be unemployable although in receipt 
of earnings which are, in the opinion of the Admiralty, unlikely to exceed 
£104 a year ; 


(ii) such a member shall not be eligible for any award under this Clause 
if he is in receipt of a retirement pension (not being contributory old age 
pension) under the National Insurance Act, 1946, or under any legisla- 
tion in Northern Ireland corresponding to that Act. 


(B) Supplementation of retired pay or pension 


A member coming within paragraph A of this Clause may be awarded an 
allowance, by way of supplement to his retired pay or pension, at the rate of 
£193 a year in the case of an officer, or 74s. a week in any other case: 


Provided that, in computing the said rates, account shall be taken, to such 
extent as the Admiralty may think fit, of a contributory old age pension 
under the National Insurance Act, 1946, or under any legislation in Northern 
Ireland corresponding to that Act for which the member may be eligible. 


(C) Additional allowances for dependants 

Where a member is awarded an allowance in accordance with paragraph B 
of this Clause, there may also be awarded to that member additional allow- 
ances in accordance with the following provisions of this paragraph— 

(a) Where an allowance has been awarded under Clause 3 in respect of 
a wife and the degree of the disablement of the member is less than 
100 per cent., that allowance may be increased to the rate which would 
be appropriate under that Clause if the degree of the disablement of the 
member were 100 per cent. 

(b) Where an allowance has been dirended under Clause 3 in respect of 
a wife and the degree of the disablement of the member is 100 per cent., 
or where an allowance for such person has been increased or awarded 
under subparagraph (a) of this paragraph, the rate of the allowance may 
be increased, or further increased, as the case may be, by £72 a year in 
the case of an officer, or 31s. 6d. a week in any other case, if the 
Admiralty thinks fit having regard to the financial circumstances of the 
person in respect of whom the allowance has been granted. 


(c) Where the member is not in receipt of an allowance under Clause 3 in 
respect of a wife, an allowance may be awarded in respect of an adult 
dependant at the rate of £108 a year in the case of an officer, or 41s. 6d. 
a week in any other case, of the Admiralty thinks fit having regard to 
the financial circumstances of the person in respect of whom the allow- 
ance is claimed: provided that the member shall not be awarded an 
allowance in respect of more than one adult dependant. 

(d) (i) Where an allowance has been awarded under Clause 3 in respect of 
a child and the degree of disablement of the member is less than 100 per 
cent., that allowance may be increased to the rate which would be 
appropriate under that Clause if the degree of the disablement of the 
member were 100 per cent. 
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(ii) An allowance may be awarded in respect of any child, not beiz 
an eligible member of the family, who should, in the opinion . 
the Admiralty, be treated as such having regard to the child 
relationship to or connection with the member and the other circum 
stances of the case: Provided that any such allowance shall be : 
the rate and subject to the conditions which would be appropria’ 
under Clause 3 if the child were an eligible member of the famil 
and the degree of disablement of the member were 100 per cent. 

(e) Where an allowance has been awarded under Clause 3 or subparagrap. 
(d) of this paragraph in respect of tthe child or children of an officer, th 
rate thereof in respect of that child or the elder or eldest of thos. 
children may be increased to £52 a year, and in respect of each othe 
of those children to £31 6s. a year, and where an allowance has been s<«

(D) Adjustment of allowances in respect of benefit payable out of public 
funds abroad. 

Where a person to or in respect of whom an allowance or increase may 
be or has been awarded under the foregoing provisions of this Clause is 
eligible for benefit payable out of public funds under the law of any place 
outside the United Kingdom being benefit which, in the opinion of the 
Admiralty, is analogous to a benefit under the National Insurance Act, 1946, 
the Admiralty may take the benefit into account against the allowance or 
increase in such manner and to such extent as may be thought appropriate 
having regard to any adjustment which would be made if the person were 
eligible for the analogous benefit under the said Act. 


**9. ALLOWANCES FOR COMFORTS 

(A) a member of the Naval or Marine Forces who is in receipt of retired 
pay or pension under Clause 1 may be awarded an allowance for the provision 
of comforts : — 

(a) At the rate of £52 a year in the case of an officer or 20s. a week in 
any other case where the member is in receipt of an allowance under 
Clause 5 and is 

(i) in receipt of an allowance under Clause 8 ; or 

(ii) in receipt of retired pay or pension in respect of disablement the 
degree of which is 100 per cent and which has been awarded in 
respect of multiple injuries which, in the opinion of the Admuralty, 
render his disablement so severe as to justify the award of an 
allowance at the aforementioned rate ; 


(b) at the rate of £26 a year in the case of an officer or 10s. a week 


in any other case if he does not qualify for an award under sub- 
paragraph (a) of this Clause but is in receipt of an allowance under 


Clause 5 or under Clause 8. 


(B) For the purposes of this Clause, a member who would be in receipt 
of an allowance under Clause 5 if he were not in a hospital or other 
institution shall be deemed to be in receipt of an allowance under that 
Clause. 
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*°10. ALLOWANCES FOR LOWERED STANDARD OF OCCUPATION 


A member of the Naval or Marine Forces who is in receipt of retired pay 
or pension under Clause 1 the degree of which is less than 100 per cent who 
has been compelled after Ist July, 1945, by reason of his disability, to adopt 
an occupation not equivalent to that regularly followed by him for a reason- 
able period before that date may be granted at Admiralty discretion a 
special allowance at a rate not exceeding 46s. a week, so however that the 
aggregate rate of his retired pay or pension under Clause 1 together with 
the allowance under this Clause shall not exceed the rate of award which 
would have been appropriate in his case under Clause 1 if the degree of 
his disablement had been 100 per cent. 


This Clause shall not apply to a member who is eligible for an allowance 
under Clause 8. 
“11. AGE ALLOWANCES 


Where a member of the Naval or Marine Forces who is in receipt of retired 
pay or pension under Clause 1, in respect of disablement the degree of 
which is 40 per cent or over, has attained the age of 65 years he may be 
awarded an allowance in accordance with the following Table :—

ParT II. ‘TREATMENT 


** 12. TREATMENT ALLOWANCES 


(A) A member of the Naval or Marine Forces may be awarded in respect 
of any period during which he receives approved treatment, a treatment 
allowance consisting of a personal allowance in respect of himself and any 
additional allowance which may be appropriate in his case in accordance 
with the following provisions of this Clause : 


Provided that 


(a) a treatment allowance shall be subject to such deductions or adjust- 
ments as the Admiralty may think fit having regard to all the circum- 
stances of the case; 


(6) where a member is in receipt of a treatment allowance under this 
clause in respect of any period, no payment shall be made in respect 
of that period of any award under Part I except an award under 
Clauses 4, 7, 8(B) or 9 or, in the case of treatment other than approved 
institutional treatment under Clause 5, or, subject to the provisions of 
sub-clause (5) of the proviso to Clause 6. 
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(B) The personal allowance in respect of the member shall be awarded 
at the rate of retired pay or pension which would be appropriate under this 
Order if the degree of that member’s disablement were 100 per cent. 


(C) Where the member has attained the age of 65 years he may be 
awarded an increase of the allowance under paragraph (B) of this Clause :— 
(a) at a rate equal to that of the allowance which he would be receiving 
under Clause 11 but for proviso (5) to paragraph (A) of this Clause or 
at such higher rate as the Admiralty may determine having regard 

to the circumstances of the case, or 


(5) at such rate as the Admiralty may determine if of opinion that an 
award should be made to a person who is not eligible for an award 
under the preceding sub-paragraph. 


Provided that the rate of any increase under this paragraph shall not 
exceed £39 a year in the case of an officer or 15s. a week in the case of a 
rating. 


(D) The allowance under paragraph (B) of this Clause may be increased 
by whichever of the following amounts is appropriate :— 


(a) if he is not eligible for any such benefit as is mentioned in paragraph (G) 
of this Clause 67s. 6d. a week; 

(b) if he is eligible for such benefit at a lower rate than 67s. 6d. a week, 
the amount of the difference between that lower rate and 67s. 6d. a 
week :— 

Provided that this paragraph shall not apply to :— 
(i) a member who is in receipt of an allowance under Clause 8(B) ; or 


(ii) a member who is receiving approved institutional treatment and 
is not entitled to an allowance under the following provisions of 
this Clause. 


(E) An additional allowance may be awarded in respect of an eligible 
dependant at the rate and subject to the conditions which would be appro- 
priate under Clause 3 if that dependant were an eligible member of the 
family and the degree of the member’s disablement were 100 per cent : 


Provided that 


(a) where that eligible dependant is a wife (whether married to the member 
before or after the material date) the rate of the additional allowance 
in respect of that person may be increased to the rate of £108 a year 
in the case of an officer, or the rate of 41s. 6d. a week in any other 
case, as the Admiralty may think fit having regard to the financial 
circumstances of that person ; 


(b) the rate of the allowance awarded under the foregoing provisions of 
this sub-clause in respect of the child or children of an officer may, in 
respect of that child or the elder or eldest of those children be increased 
to £52 a year and in respect of each other of these children to 
£31 6s. Od. a year and where an allowance has been so awarded in 
respect of the child or children of a member not being an officer, the 
rate thereof in respect of that child or the elder or eldest of those 
children may be increased to 20s. a week and in respect of each other 
of those children to 12s. a week. 


(F) Where a member of the Naval Forces is not in receipt of an allowance 
under paragraph (E) of this Clause in respect of a wife an additional 
allowance may be awarded in respect of an adult dependant at the rate of 
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£108 a year in the case of an officer, or the rate of 41s. 6d. a week in any 
other case as the Admiralty may think fit having regard to the financial 
circumstances of that adult dependant. Provided that the member of the 
naval forces shall not be awarded an additional allowance in respect of more 
than one adult dependant. 


(G) The benefit referred to in paragraph (D) of this Clause is personal 
benefit under the National Insurance (Industrial Injuries) Act, 1946, sickness 
benefit, retirement pension or contributory old age pension under the 
National Insurance Act, 1946, or under any legislation in Northern Ireland 
corresponding to that legislation, or under the law of any place outside the 
United Kingdom which in the opinion of the Admiralty is analogous to that 
legislation. 


** 13. ALLOWANCES WHERE PROLONGED ABSTENTION FROM WORK IS NECESSARY 
FOLLOWING APPROVED INSTITUTIONAL TREATMENT 


(A) Where it is certified that a member of the Naval Forces should on 
completion of a course of approved institutional treatment abstain from 
work for a prolonged period in consequence of the condition which necessi- 
tated that treatment, he may be treated as if he were eligible for a treatment 
allowance under Clause 12. 


(B) This Clause shall not apply to a member of the Naval Forces who 
is in receipt of an allowance under Clause 8(B). 


“© 14, ALLOWANCES FOR PART-TIME TREATMENT 


Where a member of the Naval Forces receives treatment which would be 
approved treatment but for the fact that it involves only occasional inter- 
ruptions of the member’s normal employment, a treatment allowance may be 
awarded to the member at such rate, not exceeding 50s. in respect of any 
one day as the Admiralty may think appropriate having regard to any loss 
of remunerative time by the member as a result of those interruptions. 
Provided that the rate of a treatment allowance awarded to a member under 
this Clause in respect of any period of a week or less shall not exceed the 
amount by which the weekly value of the member’s existing award under 
Part 1 (excluding any award under Clauses 4, 5, 6, 7, 8(B), 9 or 11) falls 
short of the weekly value of the award which would have been appropriate 
in the case of that member under Clause 12 (excluding any award under 
pee (C) of that Clause) if he had been eligible for an award under 
that Clause. | 


** 15. MEDICAL EXPENSES 


Any necessary expenses in respect of the medical, surgical or rehabilitation 
treatment of a member of the Naval or Marine Forces not otherwise provided 
for may be defrayed by the Admiralty under such conditions and up to 
such amount as the Admiralty may determine. 


** 16. ARREARS 


Except in so far as the Admiralty may otherwise direct with respect to 
any particular case or class of case, payment of a pension shall not be made 
in respect of any period preceding the date of application or appeal as a 
result of which the claim to the award of the pension, or as the case may 
be to the continuance or resumption of the payment of the pension, is 
accepted.

AT THE COURT AT BUCKINGHAM PALACE 
The 29th day of July, 1963 


Present, 


THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY 
IN COUNCIL 


Whereas there was this day read at the Board a Memorial from the 
Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, dated the 
24th day of July, 1963 (N.P. 2428/63), in the words following, viz. :— 


““ Whereas by Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions Act, 
1865, it is enacted, inter alia, that all pay, pensions or other allowances 
in the nature thereof payable in respect of service in Your Majesty’s Naval 
or Marine Forces to a person being or having been an Officer, Seaman 
or Marine therein, shall be paid in such manner and subject to such 
restrictions, conditions and provisions as are from time to time directed 
by Order in Council: 


‘““ And whereas by Section 2 of the Forfeiture Act, 1870, it is enacted, 
inter alia, that if any person thereafter convicted of treason or felony, for 
which he shall be sentenced to death or any term of imprisonment exceeding 
twelve months, shall at the time of such conviction be entitled to any 
pension or superannuation allowance payable by the public or out of any 
public fund, such pension or superannuation allowance shall forthwith | 
determine and cease to be payable unless such person shall receive a 
free pardon from Your Majesty within two months after such conviction 
or before the filling up of such office: 

“* And whereas by Order in Council (No. 123/A) of 20th November, 1905, 
it is provided that all retired pay and pensions of any Commissioned 
Officer shall be held only during good behaviour, and that the Admiralty 
may forfeit the same (if not already forfeited under the Forfeiture Act, 
1870), or may suspend the same, conditionally or unconditionally, and 
for such time as they may think fit, for any misconduct on the part of 
such Officer, or for any act or habit rendering him in their opinion 
unworthy to receive the same; such misconduct, act or habit to be judged 
of solely by the Admiralty: and that the Admiralty may be empowered 
at their discretion to restore the said retired pay or pension in whole 
or in part and subject to such conditions as they may think fit and 
epi e the same has been forfeited under the Forfeiture Act, 1870, or 
this Order: 


‘“* And whereas by Sections 2 and 4 of the Admiralty Pensions Act, 1921, 
it is enacted that the Admiralty may in their discretion and upon such 
terms as they think fit, restore, either in whole or in part, any retired 
pay or pension which has been forfeited under the Forfeiture Act, 1870:

Description of Limits 
3. For the purposes of the Act and of this Order the Jimits of the Dock- 
yard Port of Portland shall be as follows : — 
On the north a line drawn east (true) from the Nothe Point, Weymouth. 


On the east a line drawn south (true) from a position 3,400 yards east 
(true) from Nothe Point. 

On the south a line drawn east (true) from the north point of Church 
Hope Cove. 

On the west the line of high-water mark of spring tides from the Nothe 
Point to the north point of Church Hope Cove, except at the entrance to 
the East Fleet, where the western boundary of the Dockyard Port shall 
be the western side of Portland Bridge. 


Delineation of Limits 
4. The limits of the Dockyard Port of Portland are drawn on the chart 
annexed to this Order. 


Regulations and Rules 

5. The Regulations contained in Schedule 1 hereto and the Rules contained 
in Schedule 2 hereto shall operate as therein provided within the limits (as 
described in Article 3 hereof) of the Dockyard Port. 


6. The master of every merchant or other private vessel shall observe and 
cause to be observed the Regulations contained in Schedule 1 hereto, so far 
as they relate to his vessel, and any master or other person who infringes 
any provision of the said Regulations or who fails to cause the same to be 
observed or who fails to observe any direction given thereunder or who 
fails to comply with any condition attached to a licence granted thereunder, 
shall commit an offence against this Order. 


Revocation 

7. On the coming into operation of this Order the Order in Council relat-

Moorings for Her Majesty’s Ships etc. 


1. Moorings for Her Majesty’s vessels, buoys, lights, marks, mark buoys and 
other aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be required for any pur- 
pose in connection with naval, military or air force operations, may be placed 
by the Queen’s Harbour Master in such positions as may be considered necessary 
for the requirements of Her Majesty’s service.

Private Moorings 

2. No person shall lay moorings for private vessels, hulks, rafts, pontoons, 
bathing stages, house boats, timber or any floating structures in the Dockyard 
Port, except with the licence in writing of the Queen’s Harbour Master and in 
accordance with any conditions attached thereto, and all such moorings shall be 
in such positions as the Queen’s Harbour Master shall deem fit, and shall be 
removed forthwith on the order of the Queen’s Harbour Master. | 


Clearing Anchors and Moorings 

3. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private vessel hooks 
any Crown moorings, or any electric cable, or moorings of buoys, or any pipe, 
the master of such vessel shall forthwith give notice thereof to the Queen’s 
Harbour Master and shall, if it is safe and practicable, await his instructions 
before proceeding to clear the same. 


Shipkeepers 

4. No merchant or other private vessel of above five gross register tons, com- 
pelled or allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable channels of the 
Dockyard Port, shall be left at any time without a shipkeeper. 

Fishing 

5.—(1) Any person fishing in the Dockyard Port is required to comply with 
any directions given to him by the Queen’s Harbour Master. 

(2) No fishing from boats or fishing by persons swimming under the water 
shall be carried on within 100 feet of the walls, slipways or boundaries of Her 
Majesty’s Dockyards, floating docks or other Crown establishments save with 
the licence in writing of the Queen’s Harbour Master. 

(3) No trawling or fishing by nets, whether drift nets or set nets, or the laying 
of lobster and/or crab pots shall be at any time carried on: — 

(a) in the main fairways leading to the Harbour, or 

(5) in the channels between the Breakwaters, or: . 

(c) on the degaussing and noise ranges, the positions of which are shown on 
current Admiralty Charts, copies of which may be inspected at the office of 
the Queen’s Harbour Master, or 

(d) in any part of the Dockyard Port where it would obstruct vessels exhibiting 
the International Code Flag “Second Substitute’ at the yardarm when 
making degaussing or noise range runs over the ranges in (c) above. 

Diving 

6. No person who is wearing or equipped with clothing or apparatus designed 
or adapted for swimming under water or diving shall swim under water or dive 
within 100 feet of the walls, slipways or boundaries of Her Majesty’s Dockyards, 
floating docks or other Crown establishments or within 100 yards of any of Her 
Majesty’s vessels save with the licence in writing of the Queen’s Harbour Master 
and in accordance with any conditions attached thereto. 


Dumping of Rubbish etc. 
7. No person shall unload, cast or allow to fall . 
(a) into the waters of the Dockyard Port, except with the consent of the 
Queen’s Harbour Master and in such places as he may appoint, or 
(b) upon the banks or any portion of the shores of the Dockyard Port where 
the same may be liable to fall into or to be washed into the waters of the 
Dockyard Port by rain, tide or otherwise 


any ballast, stones, earth, clay, refuse, rubbish or any other substance or object 
which is or might become a hazard to navigation. 


Use of Whistles 
8. No person shall use a whistle within the limits of the Dockyard Port except 
as a signal of distress, to prevent collision or in case of fog, or, with the 
permission of the Queen’s Harbour Master, for the purpose of testing the 
whistle. 
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Landing on Breakwaters | 

9. No person may at any time land upon the Breakwaters save with the licence 
in writing of the Queen’s Harbour Maste” gnd in accordance with any conditions 
attached thereto. 


Firearms 

10.—(1) No firearm or air-gun shall be discharged from any vessel or from 
the shore within the limits of the Dockyard Port excepting always such discharge 
of firearms as may be necessary by Her Majesty’s naval and military forces and 
the Admiralty Constabulary employed within the limits of the Dockyard Port, 
for drill or practice, and for the protection of Her Majesty’s vessels and the naval 
and military magazines and establishments. 


(2) No ship’s gun on board any merchant or other private vessel lying within 
the limits of the Dockyard Port shall be loaded, except in so far as may be 
necessary from time to time for training personnel in the loading and unloading 
of the gun or for testing its mechanism, nor shall any such gun be discharged 


except as a signal: of distress. 


Reserved area—marking etc. 

11. Whenever it may be necessary for mining or gunnery operations or experi- 
ments, dredging operations, or other naval purposes, to reserve any area for such 
operations, experiments or purposes, the area will be marked by buoys coloured 
green and white, or by posts coloured red, and after twenty-one days’ warning 
notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and published in the London Gazette, 
no vessel shall anchor within or pass through the area so marked, unless com- 
pelled to do so by stress of weather or to avoid accident ; nor when such area 
is uncovered or nearly uncovered at low water shall any person pass through 
or remain in it nor permit any vessel, animal or thing to remain therein except 
in accordance with permission granted by the officer in charge of such opera- 
tions, experiments or purposes. 


Anchoring and mooring—general 

12. All merchant and other private vessels within the limits of the Dockyard 
Port shall comply with any directions given by the Queen’s Harbour Master with 
a view to the proper protection of Her Majesty’s vessels and property. 


13. No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to, or lie at, any of the 
buoys marking the channels or shoals in the Dockyard Port. 


14, Save with the licence in writing of the Queen’s Harbour Master and in 
accordance with conditions attached thereto, no merchant or other private vessel 
shall be moored or fastened to any Crown moorings, buoys, breakwaters, boom 
defences, dolphins, jetties, piles or vessels in the Dockyard Port. 


15. No vessel shall anchor or fish on the line of any electrical cable or pipe 
laid down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by posts or other 
discernible marks on shore, or within any area shown on the Admiralty charts 
as an area in which anchorage is prohibited and in respect of which a warning 
has been conveyed to mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty. 


16. Save with the licence in writing of the Queen’s Harbour Master and in 
accordance with any conditions attached thereto, no merchant or other private 
vessel shall be moored or anchored in the Dockyard Port within 200 yards from 
the centre of any of Her Majesty’s moorings or from any of Her Maijesty’s 
docks, dockyards, arsenals, wharves, hulks or powder magazines, or be moored, 
anchored or placed in the Dockyard Port, so as to give a foul berth to any 
vessel already at anchor or at moorings, or to obstruct passage within the 
Dockyard Port. 

17. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored or moored in the 
Dockyard Port within 100 yards of any of Her Majesty’s vessels or foreign men- 
of-war lying there, and every merchant or other private vessel shall, on being 
required to do so, anchor in or remove to such place as the Queen’s Harbour 
Master may direct. 
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18. Anchorage is prohibited in the area of the Torpedo Range south of 
Bincleaves Pier enclosed by lines drawn 171° from the south-eastern corner of 
Bincleaves Pier for 3000 feet, thence 182° for 550 feet, thence 270° for 1200 feet, 
thence 001° for 550 feet and finally 011° for 3050 feet to the western arm of 
Bincleaves Pier, which area is delineated upon the chart annexed to this Order. 


Berthing and Mooring in the Harbour 


19. Masters of vessels in the service of Her Majesty’s Government or having 
Government cargoes on board shall, immediately on arrival in the area of the 
Dockyard Port, report themselves to the Queen’s Harbour Master and take the 
berth assigned to them by him. 


20. No merchant or other private vessel shall lie or be moored, anchored, 
grounded, deposited or run ashore in the main fairways leading to and from the 
Harbour or in the channels between the Breakwaters. 


21. No vessel laid by or neglected as unfit for sea service shall lie within any 
part of the Harbour except with the permission of the Queen’s Harbour 
Master. 


Castletown Wharves 


22. All vessels using the Crown Wharves at Castletown, Portland (hereinafter 
called the Wharves), shall comply with any directions given by the Queen’s 
Harbour Master. 


23. Anchors shall not be let go in the fairway to the Wharves unless so directed 
by the Queen’s Harbour Master. 


24. Masters of vessels bound for the Wharves (should the state of tide not 
permit of their getting there) shall take up a berth at anchor in such a position 
as will allow a clear passage for vessels going to or leaving the Wharves. 


25. No merchant or other private vessel shall make use of the west side of 
the Wharves or make fast any ropes or chains thereto, or moor thereto, except 
with the consent of the lessees of such wharf and then only for the purpose of 
embarking or disembarking passengers and their luggage. 


SCHEDULE 2 


RULES 


Observance of “ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea”’ 


1. All vessels when within the limits of the Dockyard Port shall, except as is 
otherwise provided in Rule 11 of this Schedule, carry such lights as are prescribed 
by the “International Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea” and all 
vessels shall observe the steering and sailing rules set forth in such Regula- 
tions, except in so far as they are inconsistent with the Rules hereinafter 
contained. 


Vessels to keep clear of any Fleet or Squadron 


2. When any Fleet or Squadron is assembled within the Dockyard Port no 
vessel shall pass through the line of such Fleet or Squadron, except in such 
directions and in such manner as shall be announced at the time by notice issued 
by the Admiralty and published in the London Gazette. 


Vessels not to approach vessels carrying Royal or other Standard at Masthead 


3. No vessel shall unnecessarily approach within 400 yards of any vessel 
carrying the Royal or any other Standard at the masthead, when under way in 
the waters of the Dockyard Port. 


Outgoing vessels to have priority 


4. Outgoing vessels shall have priority of passage in the channels between the 
Breakwaters over incoming vessels, and no vessel proceeding inward shall enter 
any of the said channels until any vessel or vessels proceeding outwards by the 


R) 


same channel shall have passed out. Provided that this Rule shall not apply 
when the incoming vessel is showing the signal laid down in Rule 6 for vessels 
passing in or out of the Harbour, when it is the duty of all other vessels to keep 
out of her way and not to enter the channel. Nevertheless, an outgoing vessel 
shall have priority over an incoming vessel if both are showing the above- 


mentioned signal. 


Vessel turning round 

5. When a power driven vessel under way (including a tug with a tow) is about 
to turn round by night or by day, she shall signify the same by four short blasts 
of the whistle in rapid succession, followed after a short interval, if turning with 
her head to starboard, by one short blast, and if with her head to port, by 
two short blasts, and whilst turning shall repeat such signal to any approaching 
vessel. These sound signals and those prescribed by Rule 9 are only to be 
used by vessels in sight of one another. 


Vessels to keep clear of H.M. Vessels 

6. When one of Her Majesty’s vessels or other vessel in charge of Her 
Majesty’s Officers hoists the International Signal “ZV” by day, or a red light 
by night, at the foremast head, denoting she is under way for the purpose of 
passing in or out of the Harbour, all other vessels under way within the limits 
of the Dockyard Port shall keep clear of the said vessel and of the tugs which 
may be in attendance upon her, provided always that the said vessel and any 
attendant tug shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. When 
any vessel is showing the signal denoting that she is under way for the purpose 
of passing in or out of the Harbour, all of Her Majesty’s ships present in port 
shall, as a general warning, hoist the International Signal “ ZU ” by day. 


Rules in respect of larger vessels under way 

7. Sailing vessels and power driven vessels of less than 65 feet length shall 
not hamper the safe passage of larger power-driven vessels which are entering 
and leaving the channels between the Breakwaters, or are under way within the 


limits of the Harbour. 


Speed of vessels navigating the Dockyard Port 

8. No merchant or other private vessel, when navigating to the north west of 
a line drawn 048° from the point on the eastern side of South Ship Channel 
which is marked ‘ “‘ D ” Head’ on the chart annexed to this Order shall proceed 
at a greater speed.than 12 knots through the water. 


Signal directing vessels and boats to keep out of the way 


9. When any seagoing power driven vessel, power driven vessel towing, 
power driven dredger or power driven hopper under way within the limits of 
the Dockyard Port shall by reason of the crowded nature of the channel or 
anchorage or from any other cause find it unsafe or impracticable to keep out 
of the way of other vessels or boats, she shall signify the same by four short 
blasts of the whistle blown in rapid succession and all other vessels shall keep 
out of the way of the vessel making this signal, which vessel shall be navigated 
with due care and at a moderate speed. 


Vessels crossing the Torpedo Range 

10. Whenever practice with torpedoes takes place, a red flag will be hoisted 
at the firing point and on the 1,000 yards range target to warn vessels that 
practice is taking place within the area referred to in Regulation 18 of Schedule 1. 
Vessels having occasion to cross the Range are to be guided by the positions 
of the red flag on the 1,000 yards range target. If hoisted right up, this flag 
indicates that a torpedo is about to be fired and vessels are not to cross the 
Range ; if seen to be low on the flagstaff, it shows that the Range is clear and 
can be crossed at any position south of the 1,000 yards range target. 
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Lights and Signals for Dredgers 


11. A dredger when at work or in position for working shall carry the follow- 
ing lights and signals : — 


Lights between Sunset and Sunrise 


(a) Forward—In the forward part of the dredger at a height of not less than 
20 feet and not more than 40 feet above the hull, a white light in a lantern so 
constructed as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken light visible all round the 
horizon at a distance of at least one mile. 

(b) Amidships—Three white lights of the said description placed in a 
triangular form at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the keel and with the 
apex uppermost, the base of triangle to be at least 10 feet higher than the forward 
light and to be also higher than and clear of the framework, funnels, or other 
erections upon the dredger. If a dredger is so moored or working as to make 
it necessary to prohibit the passage of vessels on one or both sides, a red light 
(visible as aforesaid) shall be substituted for the white light at the base of the 
triangle on the side, or sides, on which passage is prohibited. 

(c) Aft—One white light of the said description at or near the stern of the 
dredger and at such a height that it shall not be less than 15 feet lower than 
the forward light. 


Signals between Sunrise and Sunset 


Amidships—Three black balls of not less than 2 feet in diameter placed in a 
triangular form at least 8 feet apart, at-right angles to the keel with the apex 
uppermost, the base of the triangle to be higher than, and clear of, the frame- 
work, funnels, or any other erection upon the dredger. If so moored or working 
as to make it necessary to prohibit passage on one or both sides, a red flag or 
flags at least 5 feet in the hoist is to be substituted for the lower ball at the base 
of the triangle on the side or sides on which passage is prohibited. 

Signal in Fog 

In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain storms or any other condition similarly 
restricting visibility, a dredger at work or in a position for working shall. at 
intervals of not more than one minute sound a gong rapidly for about 
5 seconds. 

Marking of Wrecks and Submerged Obstructions 


12. Should a vessel sink, be stranded, or become a wreck in any part of the 
Dockyard Port so that an obstruction is caused, or is likely to be caused, the 
master or owner of such vessel shall immediately notify the Queen’s Harbour 
Master. If in his opinion it is necessary, the Queen’s Harbour Master may 
arrange to mark any wreck or obstruction by a wreck-marking buoy of the 
following description :— 


Colour: Green (Including topmark if any). 


(a) If to be passed on the mariner’s starboard hand: 
Shape or type: Conical, or spar. 
Top mark (if any): Cone. 
Light (if any): Triple-flashing green. 

(b) If to be passed on the mariner’s port hand: 
Shape or type: Can, or spar. 
Topmark (if any): Can. 
Light (if any): Double-flashing green. 

(c) If to be passed on either hand: 
Shape or type: Spherical, or spar. 
Topmark (if any): Sphere. 
Light (if any): Single occulting green. 
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Where a wreck or obstruction which can be passed on either hand is marked? 
by more than one lighted buoy, the lights may be differentiated by different 
periods of total extinction, provided that the principle embodied in the preceding 
paragraph is observed in the case of each light. 


North and East Ship Channels—When to be kept clear 

13. When it is specially netessary to keep clear any of the channels between 
the Breakwaters because a large number of Her Majesty’s Ships, or a very large 
vessel or a Royal Yacht is entering or leaving the Harbour, or for any other 
reason, the following signals will be exhibited at the flagstaff at the point on 
the north west side of East Ship Channel which is marked ‘‘‘ A” Head’ on the 
chart annexed to this Order : — 

By day, a red oblong flag with a white diagonal bar from the inner upper 
corner. While this flag is flying on the northern arm of the flagstaff at 
‘““A” head, no vessel shall enter the North Ship Channel; and while the flag 
is flying on the southern arm, no vessel shall enter the East Ship Channel ; 
and while it is flying at the masthead, no vessel shall enter either channel. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE 


(This Note is not part of the Order, but is intended to indicate 
its general purport.) 

This Order is made under the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, which 
provides for the defining of the limits of a dockyard port, the appointment 
of a Queen’s Harbour Master for the port, the making of regulations to 
govern the mooring or anchoring of vessels and the making of rules concern- 
ing the lights or signals to be carried or used and the steps for avoiding 
collision by vessels navigating the waters of the port. 

2. The Order revokes and re-enacts the Order of 1938 relating to the 
Dockyard Port of Portland with certain minor changes and makes new 
provision for 

(a) restricting under-water swimming and diving near H.M. Ships and 

Crown property ; 

(b) the signals to be displayed to give warning of the movement of 

vessels ; and 

(c) the marking of wrecks within the port.

Her Majesty, in pursuance of Sections 3, 5, 6 and 7 of the Dockyard Ports 
Regulation Act 1865(a) and of all other powers enabling Her in that behalf, 
and in so far as Section 7 of the Act is concerned, on the joint recommendation 
of the Admiralty and the Minister of Transport, is pleased by and with 
a advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, as 
ollows :— 


Commencement and Citation 


1. This Order shall come into operation on the 6th April 1964 and may 
be cited as the Dockyard Port of Chatham Order 1964. 


Interpretation 


2.—(1) The Interpretation Act 1889(b) shall apply to the interpretation of 
this Order as it applies to the interpretation of an Act of Parliament. 


(2) In this Order the following expressions shall, unless the context otherwise 
requires, have the meanings respectively assigned to them, namely :— 

“the Act” means the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act 1865 ; 

‘Dockyard Port”? means the Dockyard Port of Chatham as it is 
described in Article 3 hereof : 

‘‘ master” means the person having command or charge of a vessel for 
the time being ; 

“power driven vessel” includes any vessel propelled by machinery ; 

“Queen’s Harbour Master” means the person for the time being 
appointed under the Act to be Queen’s Harbour Master for the Dockyard 
Port and any person having authority to act as Queen’s Harbour Master ; 

‘“‘ under way ”—A vessel is ‘‘ under way ” when she is not at anchor, or 
made fast to the shore or aground ; 

“‘ vessel” includes every description of water craft used or capable of 
being used as a means of transportation on water ; battle practice targets 
and other floating naval targets ; and any of Her Majesty’s ships and vessels 
in charge of Her Majesty’s officers except where otherwise provided ;

- whistle ” means any vessel’s whistle or siren and a “short blast of a 
whistle” means a blast of approximately one second’s duration. 


Description of Limits 

3. For the purposes of the Act and of this Order the limits of the Dock yard 
Port shall be as follows, namely, the River Medway between a line drawn 
in a direction 305° from Garrison Point Light to the Isle of Grain (the 
eastern limit) and a line joining Chatham Ness Beacon to the eastern end 
of Sun Pier (the western limit) including all bays, creeks, lakes, pools and 
rivers, as far as the tide flows, lying or outflowing between the limits afore- 
said, but excluding The Swale southward of a line drawn from Swale Ness 
(Deadman’s Island) to Queenborough Spit Beacon and thence 090° to the 
Isle of Sheppey. 


Delineation of Limits 
4. The limits of the Dockyard Port of Chatham are drawn on the chart 
annexed to this Order. 


Regulations and Rules 

5. The Regulations contained in Schedule 1 hereto and the Rules contained 
in Schedule 2 hereto shall have effect within the limits (as described in 
Article 3 hereof) of the Dockyard Port. 


6. Nothing in this Order shall prejudice, take away, abridge, or alter any 
right of property, privilege or jurisdiction held, possessed, enjoyed or exer- 
cised by any body or persons in, to, upon, or over any part of the Dockyard 
Port, or of the shores or banks thereof. 


7. The master of every merchant or other private vessel shall, when within 
the limits of the Dockyard Port, observe and cause to be observed the 
Regulations contained in Schedule 1 hereto so far as they relate to his vessel. 
and any master or other person who infringes any provision of the said 
Regulations or who fails to cause the same to be observed or who fails to 
observe any direction given thereunder or who fails to comply with any 
condition attached to a licence granted thereunder shall commit an offence 
against this Order. 


Revocation 

8. The Orders in Council relating to the Dockyard Ports of Chatham and 
Sheerness dated the 16th day of June 1915(a), the 4th day of September 
1918(b), the 17th day of March 1925(c), the Ist day of October 1931(d) and 
the 22nd day of October 1937(e) are hereby revoked, without prejudice. 
however, to the validity of anything done thereunder or to any liability

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SCHEDULE 1 


REGULATIONS 


Moorings for Her Maijesty’s Ships etc. 


1. Moorings for Her Majesty’s vessels, buoys, lights, marks, mark buoys, 
and other aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be required for any 
purpose in connection with naval, military or air force operations, may be 
placed by the Queen’s Harbour Master in such positions as may be considered 
necessary for the requirements of Her Majesty’s service. 


Private moorings 


2. No persons shall lay moorings for private vessels, hulks, rafts, pontoons, 
bathing stages, house boats, timber or any floating structures in the Dockyard 
Port except with the licence in writing of the Queen’s Harbour Master and in 
accordance with any conditions attached thereto, and all such moorings shall 
be in such positions as the Queen’s Harbour Master shall deem fit, and shall 
be removed forthwith on the order of the Queen’s Harbour Master. 


Clearing anchors and moorings 


3. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private vessel hooks 
any Crown moorings, or any electric cable, or moorings of buoys, or any 
pipe, the master of such vessel shall forthwith give notice thereof to the Flag 
Officer, Medway, or to the Queen’s Harbour Master, and shall, if it is safe and 
practicable, await his instructions before proceeding to clear the same. 


Shipkeepers 


4. No merchant or other private vessel of 40 feet or more in length overall, 
compelled or allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable channels of the 
Dockyard Port, shall be left at any time without a shipkeeper, unless prior 
approval of the Queen’s Harbour Master has been obtained. 


Fishing 
5.—(1) Any person fishing in the Dockyard Port shall comply with any directions 
which may be given to him by the Queen’s Harbour Master. 


(2) No fishing from boats shall be carried on within one hundred feet of 
the walls, slipways or boundaries of Her Majesty’s Dockyards, floating docks 
or other Crown establishments. 


(3) No dredging, trawling or fishing by nets, whether drift nets or set nets, 
shall be carried on in the buoyed main channel of the River Medway between 
the eastern limit of the Dockyard Port and Chatham Dockyard Locks, except 
with the licence in writing of the Queen’s Harbour Master and in accordance 
with any conditions attached thereto. 7 
Dumping of rubbish, etc. 

6. No person shall unload, cast or allow to fall 


(a) into the waters of the Dockyard Port, except with the consent of the 
Queen’s Harbour Master and in such places as he may appoint, or 


(b) upon the banks or any portion of the shores of the Dockyard Port where 
the same may be liable to be washed into the waters of the Dockyard 
Port by rain, tide or otherwise, 


any ballast, stones, earth, clay, refuse, rubbish or any other substance or object 
which is or might become a hazard to navigation. 
Use of Whistles 


7. No person shall use a whistle within the limits of the Dockyard Port 
except 


(a) in accordance with the Rules contained in Schedule 2 to this Order; or 
(5) as a signal of distress ; or 
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(c) to prevent collision ; or 
(d) in fog; or 


(e) to test the whistle, provided that permission to do so has first been obtained 
from the Queen’s Harbour Master. 


Ships’ Guns 

8. No ship’s gun on board any merchant or other private vessel lying within 
the limits of the Dockyard Port shall be loaded, except in so far as may be 
necessary from time to time for training personnel in the loading and unloading 
of the gun or for testing its mechanism, nor shall any such gun be discharged 
except as a signal of distress. 


Reserved areas—marking, etc. 


9. Whenever it may be necessary for mining or gunnery operations or experi- 
ments, dredging operations, or other naval purposes, to reserve any area for 
such operations, experiments or purposes, the area will be marked by buoys 
coloured green and white, or by posts coloured red, and after twenty-one 
days’ warning notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and published in the 
London Gazette, no vessel shall anchor within or pass through the area so 
marked, unless compelled to do so by stress of weather or to avoid accident ; 
nor when such area is uncovered or nearly uncovered at low water shall any 
person pass through or remain in it nor permit any vessel, animal or thing 
to remain therein except in accordance with permission granted by the officer 
in charge of such operations, experiments or purposes. 


Anchorage 


10. All merchant and other private vessels within the limits of the Dockyard 
Port shall comply with any directions given by the Queen’s Harbour Master 
with a view to the proper protection of Her Majesty’s vessels and property. 


11.—(1) No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to or lie at any 
light, beacon, sea-mark, tideboard or buoy marking a channel or shoal in the 
Dockyard Port. 


(2) No person shall trespass on, damage or interfere with any light, beacon, 
sea-mark, tideboard or buoy of any description in the Dockyard Port. 


12. Save with the licence in writing of the Flag Officer, Medway, the Admiral 
Superintendent at Chatham, or the Queen’s Harbour Master, and in accordance 
with any conditions attached thereto, no merchant or other private vessel shall 
be moored or fastened to any Crown moorings, buoys, breakwaters, boom 
defences, dolphins, jetties, piles or vessels in the Dockyard Port. 


13. No vessel shall anchor or fish on the line of any electric cable or pipe 
laid down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by posts or other 
discernible marks on shore, or within any area shown on the Admiralty charts 
as an area in which anchorage is prohibited and in respect of which a warning 
has been conveyed to mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty. 


14. Save with the licence in writing of the Queen’s Harbour Master and in 
accordance with any conditions attached thereto, no merchant or other private 
vessel shall be moored or anchored in the Dockyard Port within two hundred 
yards from the centre of any of Her Majesty’s moorings or from any of Her 
Majesty’s docks, dockyards, arsenals, wharves, vessels, hulks or powder magazines, 
or be moored, anchored or placed in the Dockyard Port, either in the fairway 
or across the stream of the Medway, so as to give a foul berth to any vessel 
already at anchor or at moorings, or to obstruct the passage or entrance into 
the dockyards or Dockyard Port ; but nothing in these Regulations shall prohibit 
or interfere with the mooring or placing of vessels in any place or manner 
authorised by or under any Act of Parliament relating to Gillingham pier. 
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15. No merchant or other private vessel shall lie or be moored so as to impede 
the free approach to any pier in the Dockyard Port used for purposes of regular 
passenger traffic, and when buoys are placed by the Queen’s Harbour Master 
to mark an approach to such pier, no vessel shall lie within the space so marked. 


SCHEDULE 2 
RULES 


Observance of ‘‘ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea” 


1 All vessels when within the limits of the Dockyard Port shall, except as is 
otherwise provided in Rule 6 of the Schedule, carry and use such lights and 
signals as are prescribed by the “International Regulations for Preventing 
Collisions at Sea” and all vessels shall observe the steering and sailing rules 
set forth in such Regulations, except in so far as they are inconsistent with the 
Rules hereinafter contained. 


Vessels to keep clear of Her Majesty's vessels and submarines under way 


2. When within the limits of the Dockyard Port the International Signal “ ZV ” 
is hoisted by day, or a red light by night, 
(a) at the foremast head by any of Her Majesty’s vessels or by any vessel in 
the charge of Her Majesty’s officers, or 


(b) on the bridge superstructure by any submarine, 


to denote that such vessel is under way, then all other vessels under way in 
the Dockvard Port shall keep clear of such vessel and of any tug which may be 
in attendance upon her, provided always that nothing in this Rule shall relieve 
the latter vessel or any attendant tug of the duty to navigate with due care and 
at a moderate speed. 


Vessels to keep clear of vessels and submarines entering or leaving Chatham 
locks and Graving docks or under way to or from the Medway Approach 
Area 


3. When the International Signal “ ZV” is hoisted by day, or a red light by 
night at the foremast head by any vessel (or on the bridge superstructure by any 
submarine) under way within the limits of the Dockyard Port or under way 
to or trom the Medway Approach Area then the International Signal “ZU ™ 
is to be hoisted by day only (no signal being displayed by night), as appropriate, 

(a) at Garrison Point Flagstaff to denote that a vessel is under way to or 

from the Medway Approach Area, 


(b) at the Flagstaff at Chatham locks to denote that a vessel is intending to 
enter or leave Chatham locks, 


(c) on a staff fixed to the top of No. 3 building shed to denote that a vessel 
is intending to enter or leave No. 2, 3 or 4 graving dock. 


‘When the International Signal “ ZV” or “ ZU ” is exhibited by day or a red 
light is exhibited by night in accordance with this Rule, all other vessels under 
way shall keep clear of such vessel and of any tug which may be in attendance 
upon her, provided always that nothing in this Rule shall relieve that vessel or 
any acai tug of the duty to navigate with due care and at a moderate 
speed. 


Vessel turning round 


4. When within the limits of the Dockyard Port, a power driven vessel under 
way (including a tug with a tow) is about to turn round by night or by day, 
she shall signify the same by four short blasts of the whistle in rapid succession, 
followed after a short interval, if turning with her head to starboard, by one 
short blast, and if with her head to port, by two short blasts, and whilst turning 
shall repeat such signal to any approaching vessel. These sound signals and 
those prescribed by the following Rule are only to be used by vessels in sight 
of one another. 
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Signal directing vessels and boats to keep out of the way 


5. When any seagoing power driven vessel, power driven vessel towing, power 
driven dredger or power driven hopper under way within the limits of the 
Dockyard Port shall by reason of the crowded nature of the channel or 
anchorage or from any other cause find it unsafe or impracticable to keep out 
of the way of other vessels or boats, she shall signify the same by four short 
blasts of the whistle blown in rapid succession, and all vessels shall keep out 
of the way of the vessel making this signal; provided always that nothing in 
this Rule shall relieve the latter vessel of the duty to navigate with due care 
and at a moderate speed. 


Lights and Signals for Dredgers (except suction dredgers dredging under way) 


6. A dredger, except a suction dredger dredging while under way, when at 
work or in position for working within the limits of the Dockyard Port shall 


carry the following lights and signals, viz. :— 


Lights between Sunset and Sunrise : — 

(a) Forward—In the forward part of the dredger at a height of not less 
than 20 feet and not more than 40 feet above the hull, a white light 
in a lantern so constructed as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken 
light visible all round the horizon at a distance of at least one mile. 


(b) Amidships—Three white lights of the said description placed in a 
triangular form at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the keel and 
with the apex uppermost, the base of triangle to be at least 10 feet 
higher than the forward light and to be also higher than and clear of 
the framework, funnels, or other erections upon the dredger. If a 
dredger is so moored or working as to make it necessary to prohibit 
the passage of vessels on one or both sides, a red light (visible as 
aforesaid) shall be substituted for the white light at the base of the 
triangle on the side, or sides, on which passage is prohibited. , 

(c) Aft—One white light of the said description at or near the stern 
of the dredger and at such a height that it shall not be less than 
15 feet lower than the forward light. 


Signals between Sunrise and Sunset : — 

Amidships—Three black balls of not less than 2 feet in diameter placed 
in a triangular form at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the keel 
with the apex uppermost, the base of the triangle to be higher than and 
clear of the framework, funnels, or any other erection upon the dredger. 
If so moored or working as to make it necessary to prohibit passage 
on one or both sides, a red flag or flags at least 5 feet in the hoist is to 
be substituted for the lower ball at the base of the triangle on the side 
or sides on which passage is prohibited. 

Signal in Fog: — 
In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain storms or any other condition 


similarly restricting visibility, a dredger at work or in position for 
working shall at intervals of not more than one minute sound a gong 


rapidly for about five seconds. 


Lights and Signals for Suction Dredgers dredging while under way 


7. A suction dredger dredging while under way shall exhibit the lights and 
signals required by Rule 4(c) of the International Regulations for Preventing 
Collisions at Sea. 


Speed of Vessels Navigating the Dockyard Port 


8. No merchant or other private power driven vessel when navigating the 
area of the Dockyard Port west of a line joining Hoo Ness and Gillingham 
Pier shall exceed the speed of 6 knots through the water. 
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Vessels Navigating against the Tidal Stream 


9. Power driven vessels navigating within the limits of the Dockyard Port 
against the tidal stream shall, before rounding any point of the River Medway, 
ease their engines and wait until any other vessels rounding the point with the 
tidal stream have passed clear. 


Marking of Wrecks or Obstructions 


10. Should a vessel sink, be stranded or become a wreck in any part of the 
Dockyard Port so that an obstruction is caused, or is likely to be caused, the 
master or owner of such vessel shall immediately notify the Queen’s Harbour 
Master. If in his opinion it is necessary, the Queen’s Harbour Master may 
arrange to mark any wreck or obstruction by a wreck-marking buoy of the 
following description : — 


Colour: Green (including topmark if any). 


(a) If to be passed on the mariner’s starboard-hand: 
Shape or type: Conical, or spar. 
Topmark (if any): Cone. 
Light (if any): Triple-flashing green. 


(b) If to be passed on the mariner’s port hand: 
Shape or type: Can, or spar. 
Topmark (if any): Can. 
Light (if any): Double-flashing green. 


(c) If to be passed on either hand: 
Shape or type: Spherical, or spar. 
Topmark (if any): Sphere. 
Light (if any): Interrupted quick flashing green, the total duration 


of a group of light flashes being appreciably longer to the eye 
than the subsequent period of total extinction. 


Where a wreck or obstruction which can be passed on either hand is marked 
by more than one lighted buoy, the lights may be differentiated by different 
periods of total extinction, provided that the principle embodied in (c) of the 
preceding paragraph is observed in the case of each light. 
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EXPLANATORY NOTE 


(This Note is not part of the Order, but is intended to indicate 
its. general purport.) 


This Order is made under the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act 1865, 
which provides for the defining of the limits of a dockyard port, the 
appointment of a Queen’s Harbour Master, the making of regulations to 
govern the mooring or anchoring of vessels and the making of rules 
concerning the lights or signals to be carried or used and the steps for 
avoiding collisions by vessels navigating the waters of the port. 


2. The Order consolidates the principal Order of 1915 relating to the 
Dockyard Ports of Chatham and Sheerness and the subsequent amending 
Orders. It provides that, in place of the separate Dockyard Ports of 
Chatham and Sheerness, there shall be a Dockyard Port of Chatham 
comprising the waters of the River Medway from its mouth (at Garrison 
Point) to Chatham Ness. 


3. Apart from minor changes, the Order makes new provision for 


(a) the signals to be displayed for giving warning of the movements of 
vessels through the Dockyard Port and into or out of locks or graving 
docks ; and 


(b) the marking of wrecks within the port.

Whereas there was this day read at the Board a Memorial from the Right 
Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, dated the 23rd day 
of March, 1964 (N.P. 860/64) in the words following, viz. : — 


“Whereas by Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions Act, 
1865, it is enacted, inter alia, that all pay, pensions, or other allowances 
in the nature thereof, payable in respect of services in Your Majesty’s 
Naval or Marine Forces to a person being or having been an Officer, Seaman 
or Marine therein, shall be paid in such manner and subject to such restric- 
ee oe aa and provisions as are from time to time directed by Order 
in Council: | 


““ And whereas by Order in Council of 12th September, 1960, scales and 
conditions have been laid down for the award of pensions and gratuities to 
the widows and children of deceased Officers, Petty Officers, Non- 
Commissioned Officers and Men in respect of service in the Royal Navy and 
Royal Marines: 


““ And whereas we deem it expedient that revised scales and conditions 
should be introduced for the award of pensions to the widows and children 
of deceased Officers, Petty Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and Men 
in respect of service in the Royal Navy and Royal Marines: 


*“We beg humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to authorise us to award pensions at 
the rates and subject to the conditions in the Schedule annexed hereto: 


“The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have signified 
their concurrence in these proposals: | 


“ SCHEDULE 
** SECTION I 
“ OUTLINE OF THE ForRCcES FAMILY PENSIONS SCHEME 


“The family pensions and other awards provided for in this Schedule are 
those payable in respect of the service of deceased Officers, Chief Petty Officers, 
Petty Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and Men of the Royal Navy and 
the Royal Marines, as distinct from the awards which are payable in respect 
of deaths which are due to service. 


“*2. Except where otherwise stated, the term ‘ Officers’ in this Schedule should 
be read as including commissioned officers of the Royal Navy and of the 
Royal Marines and ‘R.N. ratings and R.M. other ranks’ should be read as 
including Chief Petty Officers, Petty Officers and other ratings of the Royal 
Navy and Non-Commissioned Officers and other ranks of the Royal Marines. 


“3. Subject to the detailed regulations set out below, family pensions may be 
paid to eligible members of the families of deceased Officers, R.N. ratings and 
R.M. other ranks who were entitled by service to half pay, retired pay or 
service pension, or, where death occurred during service, would have been so 
entitled had they been invalided on the day they died. 


“4. Family pensions payable in respect of service are at higher or lower 
rates (referred to hereafter as ‘ordinary’ and ‘ modified’ pensions respectively) 
according to whether the family is receiving a pension in respect of death 
due to service (referred to hereafter as an ‘attributable’ pension). If an 
‘attributable’ pension has not been awarded an ‘ordinary’ family pension will 
be payable but if an ‘attributable’ pension has been awarded a ‘ modified ’ 
family pension will be payable. 


* SECTION II 


“* FAMILY PENSIONS | 


“5. The provisions of this Section are effective from Ist January, 1963, and 
are applicable to the widows and children of Officers, R.N. ratings and R.M. 
other ranks whether serving, or retired or discharged, who die on or after 
4th November, 1958, provided the officer, rating or other rank was granted, 
or was entitled to, half pay, service retired pay or pension, or if death occurs 
whilst serving would have been so entitled had he been invalided on the date 
of death; provided also in the case of R.N. ratings and R.M. other ranks 
(excepting Regimental Sergeant Majors, Royal Marines) that service reckonable 
for pension was given after 31st August, 1950. 


“6. ‘Ordinary’ Family Pensions. If the death of the husband was not due 
to service and the family is not receiving an ‘ attributable ’ pension, an ‘ ordinary’ 
family pension, at the rates set out below may be granted : — 


Widows 
Except as provided in Clause 7, the rate of Widow’s pension will be: — 


(a) one-third of the half pay, retired pay or pension (including pensions 
increase if any) in payment to the husband at the date of death; or 
where it would be more favourable 


(b) one-third of the rate of half pay, retired pay or pension which would 
have been in payment on that date if the husband had already qualified 
for pensions increase, and subject to Clause 20, disregarding any 
commutation which may have been made; or 


(c) when death occurs while serving, one-third of the rate of half pay, 
retired pay or pension which would have been awarded if the husband 
had been invalided on the date on which he died, provided in the 
case of officers’ widows that if the officer died before Ist April, 
1964, but gave service on or after Ist February, 1964, the rate of widow’s 
pension will, from Ist April, 1964, or the date of commencement of 
pension if later, be one-third of the rate of retired pay for which the 
husband would have become eligible on Ist April, 1964. 


Children 


Each child one-third, or if motherless two-thirds, of the pension awarded 
to the widow, or which would have been awarded to the widow had she been 
alive and eligible for an award under this section.

“10. Age Addition. 


Widows in receipt of pension at any of the rates set 


out in Clauses 6, 7, 8 and 9 may be awarded an addition on reaching, or 
having reached, the age of 70 as follows: — 


(a) Officers’ widows at the rate of £20 a year, 
(b) R.N. ratings’ and R.M. other ranks’ widows at the rate of 7s. 8d. a week. 


No additional increase under this Clause is to exceed one quarter of the 
pension payable to the pensioner. 
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“11. Supplements to ‘ Modified’ Family Pensions 


(a) Where, but for the pension or allowances awarded on the ground that 
the husband’s death was due to service, a widow would have received a National 
Insurance award, the Admiralty may grant a supplementary pension equal to 
the amount by which the widow’s ‘attributable’ pension and the ‘modified’ 
family pension falls short of an award of ‘ordinary’ family pension, together 
with the National Insurance award and a lead of £26 a year in the case of the 
widow of an officer, 7s. 6d. a week in the case of the widow of a Regimental 
Sergeant Major, Royal Marines, and 5s. Od. a week in the case of the widow 
of any other rank or rating. 


(b) A supplementary pension for a widow with children will be calculated 
as if the awards to that widow and children were one award, and may not be 
calculated as a separate pension for each dependant. 


(c) The same lead will apply for a motherless child or children as for the 
widow and children of an officer of corresponding rank. 


(d) A supplementary pension will be assessed on the basis of the awards in 
payment in the calendar year starting on the date of commencement of the 
‘modified’ family pension granted under Clauses 8 or 9, but excluding the 
amount by which the rate of National Insurance Widow’s Allowance would 
exceed that of subsequent National Insurance Widows’ Benefits or does 
exceed that of the widow’s ‘attributable’ pension. The amount of the supple- 
mentary pension will be re-assessed on the cessation of individual children’s 
pensions, but will otherwise normally remain unaltered. 


(e) In calculating or re-assessing a supplementary pension any Education or 


Rent Allowance, or any grants to a widow or unmarried dependant under Order 
in Council of 13th May, 1959, shall not be taken into account. 


‘© 12. Definition of Rank for the Purposes of Minimum Awards of ‘ Ordinary’ 

and ‘ Modified’ Family Pensions. 

Rank for the purposes of Clauses 7 and 9 will be as follows: — 

(a) Officers. The rank shall be the substantive rank held by the officer on 
his retirement, provided that unless the officer is invalided, the rank had 
been held on the Active List for the following minimum period :— 

(i) Admiral/General, Royal Marines ... ee oe 1 year 

(ii) All other officers... et ais a3 a at 2 years 
Where an officer dies while serving on the Active List the minimum period 
above will not apply. Higher paid acting or temporary rank will be taken 
into account to the same extent as for retired pay purposes. | 

(b) R.N. Ratings and R.M. Other Ranks. The highest paid rank held for an 
aggregated period of two or more years during the ldst five years of 
service preceding termination of full pay service (including service in a 
higher paid rank of less than two years’ duration); or, if more favourable 
where the R.N. rating or R.M. other rank was invalided or died whilst 
serving the substantive rank held at the time of discharge or death. If a 
R.N. rating or R.M. other rank who has completed a pensionable engage- 
ment is permitted to remain in or re-enter the Service in a lower rank, the 
rank will be the highest paid rank held for two or more years during the 
five years preceding the completion of such pensionable engagement if 
this is more favourable. 


“ SECTION III 
“Conditions Governing the Award of Family Pensions 
“* 13. Pension Cannot be Claimed as a Right 


(a) A pension cannot be claimed as a right and will not be granted or continued 
when the applicant is shown to be living with a man as his wife, nor will it 
be granted if the service of the Officer, R.N. rating or R.M. other rank has 
not been such as in the opinion of the Admiralty to justify the award, 
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(b) If the death of an officer or rating or marine, or the wound, injury or 
disease which resulted in his death, was due wholly or in part to his own negli- 
gence or misconduct or to any cause within his control, any grant which might 
otherwise be made to his widow or children may be withheld or reduced in 
amount at the discretion of the Admiralty. 

(c) If an officer retired, dismissed the Service, or called upon to retire for 
misconduct or inefficiency, or a R.N. rating or R.M. other rank discharged for 
misconduct or inefficiency was not granted any retired pay or pension in respect 
of his service, no award will be made to the family. If reduced retired pay or 
service pension was awarded, the family pension will be at such rate as the 
Admiralty may determine. 

(d) If the applicant is granted any other pension or allowance from public 
funds on account of the service of the deceased, any pension which might other- 
wise be granted under this Schedule may be withheld or reduced as the Admiralty 
may determine. . 


“14. Conditions relating to Marriage 

(a) To be elibible for a pension, a widow must have been married to the Officer, 
R.N. rating or R.M. other rank before his retirement or discharge ; or, if he 
subsequently gave further service in circumstances rendering him eligible to be 
considered for a re-assessment of retired pay or pension, before the termination 
of such further service. 

(b) If the death of the officer, R.N. rating or R.M. other rank occurred within 
a year of his marriage, the Admiralty, in the light of the circumstances of the 
case, may withhold or reduce the award otherwise admissible. 


“15. Effect of Separation on Widow’s Pension and Gratuity 

Subject to any exception which the Admiralty may approve in a particular 
case, an award will not be made to a widow who was separated from her husband 
at the time of his death. Should such an exception be approved, the award will 
be at such a rate, and subject to such conditions, as the Admiralty may 
determine. 


#16, Withholding or Diversion of Pension 

In exceptional circumstances the Admiralty may withhold the whole or any 
part of a pension granted under this Schedule and may divert the whole or part 
for the benefit of persons dependent on the pensioner. 


' 17, Date of Commencement of Pension 

‘The date of commencement of pension will be determined according to the 
circumstances of the case and will normally, if application is not unduly delayed, 
be. :the date following the husband’s death ; or, if death occurred during service, 
the date following the termination of allowances issuable after death. 


“18. Belated Claims | 
If a widow dies before establishing her claim to pension, arrears of pension 
will not, save in exceptional circumstances, be allowed to her estate. 


“19, Re-marriage | 
‘Fhe pension of a widow who re-marries will be suspended, but if she again 
becomes a widow her pension may be restored in whole or in part at the dis- 
cretion of the Admiralty, if her pecuniary circumstances justify such restoration. 


20. Children 
(a) A ‘child’ for the purposes of the award of a pension under this Schedule 


means : — 
(i) A legitimate child of the Officer, R.N. rating or R.M. other rank whose 
mother is, or would have been, eligible for a widow’s pension. 
(ii) A step child of the Officer, R.N. rating or R.M. other rank, whose mother 
is, or would have been, eligible for a widow’s pension, and who was mainly 
dependent on him at the time of his death. 
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(iii) A child adopted by the Officer, R.N. rating or R.M. other rank, or by his 
wife, before his retirement or discharge ; or, if he subsequently gave further 
service in circumstances rendering him eligible to be considered for a 
re-assessment of retired pay or service pension, before the termination of 
eae aot service ; who was mainly dependent upon him at the time of 

s dea 


(iv) An illegitimate child of ‘the Officer, R.N. rating or R.M. other rank, or 
of his wife, born before his retirement or discharge to pension ; or, if he 
subsequently gave further service in circumstances rendering him eligible to 
be considered for a re-assessment of retired pay or service pension, before 
the termination of such further service ; who was mainly dependent upon 
him at the time of his death. 


_ (6b) A child’s pension will normally cease when the child attains the age of 
18 years in the case of the child of an Officer or a Regimental Sergeant Major, 
Royal Marines, or the age of 16 years in the case of all other ratings and ranks, 
but may be granted or continued after those ages : — 


(i) if the child continues to receive full-time education, or is an apprentice not 
receiving more than nominal wages ; or 


(ii) if, before attaining the age referred to above, the child was, and continues 
to be afflicted by mental or bodily infirmity and is therefore incapable of 
earning his or her own living, provided the Admiralty considers that the 
pecuniary circumstances of the child and family are such as to justify the 
award. 


(c) Children’s pensions will be paid to the widow or mother of the child, or 
other person responsible for the child’s maintenance, or to the child direct, as 
may be decided by the Admiralty. 


(d) Pensions of children of Officers and of Regimental Sergeant Majors, Royal 
Marines, may be issued annually in advance, with effect from Ist April in each 


year. 


“21. Commutation of Retired Pay 


The widow and children of an officer who commuted a portion of his retired 
pay will not on that account be deprived of entitlement to pension under this 
Schedule, but the widow of an officer whose marriage took place after commuta- 
tion, a step-child eligible by virtue of a marriage after commutation, or child 
adopted after commutation, will be granted only such portion of any pension 
which would otherwise be awarded under this Schedule as corresponds with the 
portion of retired pay not commuted. 


** SECTION IV 


“ Gratuities to widows and children on the death of serving officers, 
R.N. ratings and R.M. other ranks 


“22. (a) The provisions of this section apply to the widows and children of 
Officers and R.N. ratings and R.M. other ranks who die while serving on full 
pay on or after ist February, 1964.

“24. Where a R.N. rating or R.M. other rank dies while serving on full pay 
on a regular engagement his widow may be granted a gratuity as follows: 


(i) If, had he been invalided he would have been eligible for a terminal grant, 
a gratuity equal to nine tenths of the terminal grant to which he would 
have been entitled on the day of his death. 


(ii) If, had he been invalided on the day he died, he was not eligible for a 
terminal grant, his widow may be paid a gratuity in accordance with the

**25. Where, had the officer or seaman or marine been invalided, an adjust- 
ment would have been due from his award in respect of gratuity or other non- 
effective payment previously received by him, an abatement may be made on 
that account in assessing the gratuity payable under Clause 23 or 24. 


“96. Where the officer or seaman or marine did not leave a widow but a 
child or children (as defined in Clause 20, and fulfilling the conditions of that 
Clause), the Admiralty may at its discretion award a gratuity to the child or 
children or to any of them. The total award shall not exceed that which would 
have been payable to a widow and the award to any one child shall not exceed 
one third of that amount. 


‘©27. Where the officer or seaman or marine leaves a widow and in addition 
a child or children (as defined in Clause 20 and fulfilling the conditions of that 
Clause), who are not living with or supported by her, the Admiralty may divert 
a sum of not more than one third of the gratuity which would normally be 
payable to the widow for the benefit of all or any of such children. 


“28. Where a woman member dies in circumstances in which the child of a 
male member would have been granted a gratuity under Clause 26 above and 
leaves a child or children (as defined in Clause 20 and fulfilling the conditions 
of that Clause) the Admiralty may award a gratuity for the benefit of the child 
or children of such amount as it may determine. 


_ 29, Gratuities in respect of children may be issued to the widow or mother 
of the child, or other person responsible for the child’s maintenance, or to the 
child direct, as may be decided. They may where appropriate be issued in 
instalments, or withheld for later payment. 


‘* 30. Gratuities under this Section shall not be subject to abatement in respect 
of any Naval debt due from the deceased officer or seaman or marine, other 
than any abatement due under Clause 25.” 


Her Majesty, having taken the said Memorial into consideration, was 
pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to approve of 
what is therein proposed.

Whereas there was this day read at the Board a Memorial from the 
Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, dated the 
23rd day of March, 1964 (N.P. 466/64) in the words following, viz.:— 


“Whereas by Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions Act, 
1865, it 1s enacted, inter alia that all pay, pensions or other allowances in 
the nature thereof, payable in respect of services in Your Maijesty’s Naval 
or Marine Force to a person being or having been an Officer, Seaman or 
Marine therein, shall be paid in such manner and subject to such restrictions, 
Sree and provisions as are from time to time directed by Order in 

ouncil: 


“* And whereas under various Orders in Council, rates and conditions of 
award of retired pay, pensions, terminal grants and gratuities have been 
laid down for Officers, Petty Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and Men 
of Your Majesty’s Royal Navy and Royal Marines ; for Officers and Ratings 
of the Women’s Royal Naval Service ; and for members of Queen Alexandra’s 
Royal Naval Nursing Service: 


*“And whereas we are of opinion that revised service retired pay and 
pensions regulations should be introduced: 


“We beg humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to authorise us to award retired pay, 
pensions, terminal grants and gratuities at the rates and subject to the 
conditions specified in the Schedules annexed hereto. 


“The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have signified

“SECTION I 


“Half Pay and Terminal Grants for Admirals of the Fleet

on the Supplementary List who have been granted permanent commissions, 
who retire from the Active List on or after Ist February, 1964. Subject to 
the provisions of the Forfeiture Act, 1870, and the Admiralty Pensions Act, 
1921, they relate also to retired officers whose commissions are terminated 
Or whose names are removed from the List of Retired Officers because of 
misconduct.

of 24th January, 1957, and who on retirement on or after Ist February, 1964, 
will be awarded pensions under the regulations for ratings unless the previous 
provisions for the award of retired pay are more favourable. 


“3. Retirement for age or non-employment. An Officer retiring on or after 
attaining the age limit fixed for service in his rank and branch, or, it having 
been decided that further employment is not available for him, retired com- 
pulsorily before attaining that age limit, may be granted retired pay, provided 
that unless the special provisions set out in Clause 7 are relevant, he has 
completed at least 16 years’ reckonable service as defined in Clauses 28 to 32 
below. In the event of eligibility for full pay continuing after formal retirement, 
the award will take effect from the day following that in respect of which 
full pay was last payable. 


“4. The rate of retired pay will be based on the officer’s rank for retired 
pay purposes, as defined in Clauses 23 to 27, and on the length of his reckonable 
service calculated in accordance with Clause 32. 
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“5. Rates of retired pay. Subject to the provisions of this Section, retired 
pay may be awarded at the following rates: — 
(a) General List, Medical, Dental and Instructor Officers (and certain Special 
Duties List Officers).

“6. When an officer’s reckonable service exceeds a given number of years 
(up to and including 33 years) by one or more complete quarters of a year, his 
retired pay will be increased by that number of quarters of the difference between 
the rate for the number of years completed and the rate that would have been 
awarded had a further complete year been served. 


“7, Late entrants. (a) If an officer was appointed to a permanent commission 
before Ist April, 1960, at an age later than that of the normal entrant and, in 
consequence of his late entry, has not completed sixteen years’ reckonable 
service at the time of compulsory retirement for age or non-employment, as 
provided in this Section, retired pay may nevertheless be granted at the discretion 
of the Admiralty provided he has completed at least 15 years’ qualifying service. 


(b) Retired pay will be awarded at the rate appropriate to 16 years’ reckonable 
Service with one deduction at the appropriate rate shown below for each year, 
and proportionately by quarters of a year, by which his reckonable service is

“8. Voluntary Retirement. An officer with at least 16 years’ reckonable 
service who retires at his own request after reaching the age of 40 years and 
before reaching the age of 50 years may be granted retired pay at the rates set 
out in Clauses 5 and 6 abated by 74 per cent. At other ages the retired pay 
will be as indicated in Clauses 5 and 6. 


Officers transferred from the Reserves or from temporary service or while 
holding Supplementary List or Short Service commissions will not be eligible for 
retired pay on voluntary retirement unless they have in addition rendered five 
years’ service from the date of transfer to the Permanent List. 


“<9, Invaliding. (a) An officer with at least 16 years’ reckonable service will, 
on invaliding, be granted retired pay at the rate set out in Clauses 5 and 6. 


(6) An officer who has not given 16 years’ reckonable service but has completed 
10 years’ qualifying service will also be awarded retired pay on invaliding. The 
rate of retired pay will be calculated by making deductions from the rate 
appropriate to 16 years’ reckonable service for each year by which his reckonable 
service falls short of 16 years. The deductions will be as follows: —

Proportionate reductions will be made in respect of quarters of a year. 


“10. Retirement for Incapacity, Unsuitability, or Inefficiency (a) Not within 
an officer's control—An officer who is retired for incapacity, unsuitability, or for 
inefficiency, not due to causes within his own control, and having at least 16 years’ 
reckonable service, may be granted retired pay as for a compulsory retirement 
on account of non-employment. 7 


(b) Within an officer's control—An officer who is retired for incapacity, 
unsuitability or inefficiency due to causes within his own control, but not 
amounting to misconduct, and having at least 16 years’ reckonable service, may 
be granted an award of retired pay at such rate as the Admiralty may determine, 
but not in any event exceeding the rate which would have been admissible had 
he retired voluntarily. 


“11. Retirement, etc. for misconduct. (a) An officer who is retired for mis- 
conduct with at least 16 years’ reckonable service, may be granted retired pay 
at such rate as the Admiralty may determine, but not in any event exceeding 
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90 per cent. of the rate of retired pay which would have been admissible had 
he retired at his own request. 

(b) Dismissal etc.: An officer with at least 16 years’ reckonable service who is 
dismissed the Service or dismissed with disgrace by sentence of Court Martial or 
whose name has been removed from the List of Officers or who has been allowed 
to resign his commission to avoid trial by Court Martial, may be granted a 
compassionate allowance at Admiralty discretion, but not in any event exceeding 


90 per cent. of the rate of retired pay which would have been admissible had 
he retired at his own request. 


“12. The Admiralty may, in the exercise of their discretion under Sub-Clause 
10(b) and Clause 11 grant a gratuity, or compassionate gratuity, in place of 
retired pay or compassionate allowance. 


“13. Special rules relating to officers promoted from the lower deck. An 
officer promoted to a permanent commission while serving on a normal regular 
engagement, and who serves continuously until retired, may be granted either: — 

(a) Retired pay under the conditions set out in this Section, provided he has 

served for not less than 5 years on a permanent commission ; or 


(b) Retired pay under the current rules for the award of ratings pensions. 


“SECTION III 
“ Terminal Grants in Addition to Service Retired Pay 


“14. Any Officer retired from the Active List on or after Ist February, 1964, 
and awarded retired pay under Section II of this Schedule, may be awarded 
a terminal grant, in addition to his retired pay, under the following conditions : — 


(a) The standard rate of grant will be three times the annual amount of 
the retired pay awarded. 


(b) Except as provided in Clause 4 of Schedule III, an officer can qualify only 
once for a grant. 


(c) The grant will be free of income tax. 


“15. A terminal grant under Clause 14 shall not be admissible in the case of 
an officer to whom Clause 11(b) applies, but a tax-free compassionate grant 
not exceeding three times the annual amount of the compassionate allowance 
may be awarded at the discretion of the Admiralty. 


“16. In the event of eligibility for full pay continuing after formal retirement, 
payment of terminal grant will not be made before the day following that in 
respect of which full pay was last payable. 


“SECTION IV 
“ Service Gratuities for Permanent Officers 


‘““17. Permanent Officers other than those on the Special Duties List may 
on retirement on or after Ist February, 1964, if ineligible for service retired 
pay, be granted a gratuity as follows: — 


(a) On compulsory retirement for age or non-employment or on retirement 
at own request, with at least 10 years’ qualifying service : — 


For the first 10 years’ qualifying service a sits £1,250 
For each further year’s qualifying service, an addition of ... £ 250 


Officers transferred to the Permanent List from the Reserves or from tem- 
porary service or while holding Supplementary List or Short Service or Extended 
Service Commissions, will not be eligible for gratuities on voluntary retirement 
unless they have rendered five years’ service from the date of transfer to the 
permanent list. 


(b) On invaliding with less than the ten years’ service required to qualify 


for retired pay, a gratuity at the rate of £200 for each complete year of 
qualifying service. P 


(c) If retirement on account of incapacity, unsuitability or inefficiency not 
due to causes within his control: — 


(i) If with 10 or more years’ qualifying service, a gratuity as in sub- 
paragraph (a) above. 

(ii) If with less than 10 but not less than 2 years’ qualifying service, 
a gratuity at the discretion of the Admiralty, not exceeding £100 for 


the first 2 years’ qualifying service with additions at the rate of £100 for 
each additional complete year of qualifying service. 


(d) If retired for incapacity, unsuitability or inefficiency or other cause within 
his own control, but not amounting to misconduct, with at least 10 years’ 
qualifying service, a gratuity of such amount as the Admiralty may 
determine, but not in any event exceeding the amount which would have 


been admissible under sub-paragraph (a) above had the officer retired at 
his own request. 


(e) If retired for misconduct, or on termination of commission for any of 
the reasons set out in Clause 11(b), with at least 10 years’ qualifying 
service, a gratuity, or a compassionate gratuity, if the Admiralty so decide 
and of such amount as they may determine, but not in any event exceeding 
90 per cent. of the award which would have been admissible had the 
officer retired at his own request. 


“SECTION V 
“ Service Gratuities for Permanent Officers on the Special Duties List 


“18. If permitted to retire at their own request, on or after Ist February, 
1964, with insufficient service to qualify for retired pay, officers on the Special 
Duties List (S.D.) may be granted gratuities on the following scale, subject 
to the completion of a minimum period of twelve years’ actual service from the 
age of 18:—

“19. An officer with sufficient service to susie for an award of retired pay, 
or for an award of pension on ratings’ scales (with special increments for 
service as Officer), will not be eligible for an alternative award of gratuity on 
the foregoing scale. 


“20. If retired on or after Ist February, 1964, for misconduct, or on termina- 
tion of commission for any of the reasons set out in Schedule I, Section II, 
Clause 11(5) of this order, with at least twelve years’ actual service from age 18, 
a gratuity or a compassionate gratuity may be allowed at the discretion of the 
Admiralty, but not in any event exceeding 90 per cent. of the award which 
would have been admissible under Clause 18 had the officer retired voluntarily, 
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“21. Any officer who has served on a rating’s engagement, conferring eligibility 
for a rating’s gratuity on completing at least ten years’ service after age 18, 
will have a reserved right to an award under Clauses 18 and 20, on completion 
of ten years’ such service instead of twelve years’. 


“22. If invalided with less than ten years’ qualifying service and with insuf- 
ficient service to qualify for pension on the ratings’ scale, a gratuity at the rate 
of £166 for each complete year of qualifying service may be granted. 


“SECTION VI 
“Rank for Retired Pay Purposes 


** 23. Subject to the following Clauses, the rank for retired pay purposes 
shall be the substantive rank held by the officer on his retirement, provided 
that, unless the officer is invalided, the rank had been held on the Active List 
for the following minimum period: — 


(i) Admiral; General, Royal Marines ves ss su ie 1 year 
(ii) all other officers sie as 2 years 


If the substantive rank has een: held for ieeg tiie: the patio’ specified, the 
rank for retired pay purposes shall be the highest substantive rank which (with 
periods spent in higher substantive rank) satisfies the condition. 


** 24. Service as Acting Captain, Royal Navy, may be reckoned towards the 
requirement of six years’ service as Captain irrespective of the date of substantive 
promotion. 


ADDITIONS TO RETIRED PAY FOR SERVICE IN PAID ACTING RANK 


** 25. Subject to the general conditions in Clause 26 below, paid acting and 
temporary rank held by officers of the Royal Navy, Royal Marines and Women’s 
Royal Naval Service and members of Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing 
Service may reckon for increase of retired pay as follows: — 

(a) For each complete year (subject to a maximum of three) for which 
the paid acting or temporary rank was held there may be added one-third 
of the difference between the retired pay for which the officer is eligible and 
the retired pay for which he would have been eligible had his rank for 
retired pay been one rank above his substantive rank. 

(b) Where an officer has failed to complete two years in a substantive rank 
required to qualify him for the retired pay of the rank such service may 
reckon for retired pay as if it had been acting or temporary rank. 


“26. General Conditions (i) Service from 3rd September, 1939, will count. 

(ii) In no case shall service in an acting or temporary rank earn a rate of 
retired pay higher than would have been earned if the acting or temporary rank 
had been substantive. 

(iii) The ‘complete years’ referred to in sub-clause 25(a) need not be con- 
tinuous in time but may be made up of broken periods. 


“27. The Admiralty may fix a date after which periods in acting or temporary 
rank will no longer be reckonable for additions to retired pay. 


DEFINITIONS OF SERVICE 


“28. The following periods may be included in assessing qualifying and 

reckonable service for the purpose of the foregoing Clauses :— 

(a) Subject to Clause 31, full pay service (including mobilised or embodied 
service or for the purpose of training) as an officer, rating or other rank of 
the Royal Navy, the Royal Marines, the Army or the Royal Air Force or 
of the Auxiliary and Reserve Forces, and of the former Armed Forces of 
India or Burma, or of the Armed Forces of the Commonwealth or a Colony, 
provided that such service would be reckonable as qualifying service under 
Army or Royal Air Force regulations ; except broken periods each of less 
than six months’ duration. ; 


(b) While a permanent regular officer, periods in appointments not remunerated 
from Navy Votes which the Admiralty consider can reasonably be regarded 
as part of an officer’s career as such. They shall be appointments to which 
the officer brings his naval knowledge and from which he acquires additional 
experience and which have been officially offered to him as part of his naval 
service. 

(c) Periods before ist August, 1938, on unemployed pay, or on half-pay not 
following the sentence of a Court Martial or the expiration of full pay 
sick leave, will reckon as service in full up to a maximum of six months 
in any one period or two years in all. Any such service not reckoning in 
full under the above rule will reckon as a third, subject to a maximum of 
six years such service reckoning as two years. | 


“29. Loss of seniority or time forfeited by sentence of Court Martial or 
Disciplinary Court will not involve loss of service for retired pay or gratuity. 


** 30. Service preceding a five-year interval in service shall not be included 
unless specially allowed by the Admiralty, and eligibility to reckon such previous 
service will normally be determined at the time of resumption of service. Where, 
during a break in service the officer has been a member of the Royal Naval 
Reserve, the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, or other reserve of any of the 
Forces, undertaking or liable for periodical training, the period of such member- 
ship will not be considered an interval in service for the purpose of deciding 
whether the previous service is admissible. 


** PREVIOUS SERVICE FOR WHICH A NON-EFFECTIVE AWARD 
HAS BEEN RECEIVED 


“31 (a) In the case of previous service in respect of which the officer received 
a service gratuity, or in any case of previous service other than in the Royal 
Navy, the Royal Marines, the Army, or the Royal Air Force, it may be stipulated 
as a condition for allowing such service to reckon for retired pay, that the officer 
shall make a payment to Naval Funds, either in a lump sum or otherwise. In 
default of such payment as may have been stipulated, the previous service will 
not be allowed. 

(b) If an officer has continued to draw concurrently with full pay the retired 
pay or other analogous award payable in respect of previous service, the further 


service will normally not confer eligibility for improved benefits on final termina- 
tion of employment. 


COUNTING OF SERVICE 
*“* 32. (a) Reckonable Service—All service as defined above from the age of 21 
will count in full as reckonable service. 


(b) Qualifying Service—All service as defined above from the age of 18 will 
count in full as qualifying service. , 


“ SCHEDULE II

“ Gratuities for Short Service Medical and Dental Officers 
“1. An officer entering the Medical or Dental Branches of the Royal Navy 
on a short service commission of 3 or 5 years’ duration on or after Ist May, 
1961, may, if the full period of Active List service he has undertaken is satis- 
factorily completed, be awarded a gratuity at the rate of £500 for each of the 
first three years’ service and at a rate of £750 a year thereafter. An officer 
entered on a 3 year commission who has applied before Ist September, 1963, 
to extend his service by 2 years will be eligible for a gratuity of £3,000. Those 
applying for such extensions on or after Ist September, 1963, irrespective of 
whether their original 3 year commission began before or after that date, will 
be eligible only for a gratuity of £2,500 on completion of 5 years’ service. Officers 
permitted to extend their service beyond 5 years will be eligible for an addition 

calculated at the rate of £255 a year for service in excess of 5 years. 
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“2. Medical and Dental Officers entered before 1st May, 1961, whose com- 
missions terminate after that date and who have not exercised options to extend 
their commissions or transfer to new ones as offered, to remain eligible for 
gratuity at the rate of £230 a year. Officers who have been permitted to transfer 
to new commissions, or to extend their original commissions, after Ist May, 1961, 
oy ie granted a gratuity, on satisfactory completion of their further service, 
as follows :— 


(a) Officers originally entered for commissions of 3 years’ duration who applied 
before Ist September, 1963, to extend their service by 2 years to be eligible 
for gratuities of £3,000. Officers applying for such extensions on or after 
Ist September, 1963, to be eligible only for a gratuity of £2,500 on completion 
of 5 years’ service. 

(b) Officers granted fresh commissions of 3 years’ duration to be eligible for 
a gratuity of £1,500 on completion thereof with an addition, calculated at 
the rate of £230 a year, proportionate to the period of their original commis- 
sions that have previously been completed. 

(c) Officers serving on four, five or six years’ commissions who were permitted 
to extend their service by two years to be eligible, on satisfactory completion 
of their service, for a gratuity of £3,000 in respect of 5 years’ service with 
an addition, calculated at the rate of £230 a year in respect of service in 
excess of 5 years. Officers serving on commissions of 4 or 5 years duration 
who were granted fresh commissions of 4 or 5 years’ duration to be eligible 
for gratuity at the rate of £2,250 and £3,000, respectively on completion 
thereof, with an addition, calculated at the rate of £230 a year, propor- 
tionate to the period of their original commission that had previously been 
completed. 


(d) Officers who give further service on completion of the periods referred 
to in Sub-Clause (a) and (c) above will be eligible for an addition at the 
rate of £255 for each year of further service. 


**3. Any Medical or Dental officer in the categories mentioned in sub-Clauses 
2(a), (b) and (c) above. who fails to complete the full period of Active List 
service that he has undertaken may be granted such gratuity as the Admiralty 
may determine, conformably with Clauses 9-12 of Section III hereunder, that 
does not exceed the following amounts: —

“Gratuities for Supplementary List Aircrew and Electrical Officers other than 
those granted Permanent Commissions 


“4, Supplementary List Aircrew officers entered on or after 6th February, 1964, 
may, on Satisfactory completion of 12 years’ service on the Active List, be 
granted a gratuity of £5,000. Those who leave on completion of 8 years’ service 
will be eligible for a gratuity of £1,750. Helicopter pilots leaving after 5 years’ 
service will be eligible for a gratuity of £900. Extensions of service beyond 12 
years will qualify for an addition at the rate of £500 a year. 


“5. Aircrew officers entered before 6th February, 1964, will be eligible for 
gratuities as laid down by Order in Council (49/NCW) of 15th February 1957 
except as follows :— 

(a) Helicopter pilots leaving after Ist February, 1964, on completion of 5 years’ 

service will be eligible for a gratuity of £900. 

(b) Aircrew who, on 6th February, 1964, have completed less than 5S years’ 
service will be eligible for a gratuity of £1,750 on completion of 8 years’ 
service. 

(c) Aircrew who, on 6th February, 1964, have completed less than 8 years’ 
service will be eligible for a gratuity of £5,000 on completion of 12 years’ 

_ service. 

(d) Aircrew who, on 6th February, 1964, have completed less than 12 years’ 
service will be eligible for an addition to gratuity at the rate of £500 a year 
for service in excess of 12 years. , , 


“6. Supplementary List electrical officers entered on or after 6th February, 
1964, who hold a degree, or degree equivalent, in electrical engineering (or in 
science with suitable engineering subjects), are Graduate Members of the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers, or who hold qualifications which approximate 
to, or which exempt them from, Parts I and II of the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers examination may, on satisfactory completion of 10 years’ service 
on the Active List, be granted a gratuity of £3,500. Those who leave on com- 
pletion of 5 years’ service will be eligible for a gratuity of £1,000. 


“7. Electrical officers entered before 6th February, 1964, will be eligible for 
a gratuity at the rate of £180 a year except that officers holding the professional 
qualifications laid down in Clause 6 who on 6th February, 1964, have completed 
less than 5 years’ service will be eligible for a gratuity of £3,500 on completion 
of 10 years service. 


“ SECTION III 


“ Gratuities in respect of Short Service Commissions 


“8. An officer holding a Short Service Commission or a Commission on the 
Supplementary List in the Royal Navy under terms which provide for the payment 
of gratuity may, if the full period of Active List service he has undertaken 
is satisfactorily completed on or after Ist February, 1964, be granted a gratuity 
at the following rates for each year of service: — 

(a) Medical and Dental Officers ... .. £255. 

(6) Air Traffic Control Officers ... ... £180 except that service below the rank 
of Acting Sub-Lieutenant will reckon 
only at the rate of £135 a year. 

(c) Other Officers including Helicopter 

Pilots, but excluding Pilots and 
Observers of fixed wing aircraft ... £180. 


“9, Should the officer fail to complete the full period of Active List service 
which he has undertaken, an award may nevertheless be made as follows: — 
(a) If his service is terminated on account of disability not due to causes 
within his own control, he will be granted a gratuity proportionate to 
the length of Active List Service he has actually completed. 
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(5) If his service is terminated for non-employment, or for incapacity, unsuit- 
ability or inefficiency not due to causes within his own control, or if he is 
permitted voluntarily to terminate his service within six months of the com- 
pletion of the full period of Active List service he has undertaken, he may 
be awarded either a gratuity proportionate to the length of Active List 
service he has actually completed or a reduced gratuity at such rate as 
the Admiralty may determine. 


(c) In other circumstances, no gratuity will in any event be payable to a Pilot 
or Observer unless he has completed at least eighteen months’ satisfactory 
Service and is in possession of the flying badge, nor to an officer of any 
other Branch unless he has completed at least one year’s satisfactory service. 
If he is thereafter permitted voluntarily to terminate his service more than six 
months before the conclusion of the period he had undertaken, he may be 
allowed, at Admiralty discretion, such gratuity as may be determined, but 
not in any event exceeding three-quarters of the amount proportionate to 
the length of his actual service on the Active List. 


(d) If his service is terminated owing to disability due to causes within his own 
control or to inefficiency or other cause within his own control but not 
amounting to misconduct, he may be allowed, at Admiralty discretion, such 
gratuity as may be determined but not in any event exceeding the amount 
which would have been admissible had he been allowed to terminate his 
service voluntarily. 


(e) If his service is terminated on account of misconduct, the special payment 
of a compassionate gratuity shall be within the discretion of the Admiralty 
according to the circumstances of his case, but the award will not in any 
event exceed 90 per cent. of the gratuity which would have been admissible 
had he left voluntarily. 


“10. No part of a short service gratuity will be payable to the officer’s estate 
or otherwise, in the event of his death before completion of the period of Active 
List service he had undertaken. 


' “11. If an officer serving on a short service commission continues on full pay 
beyond the period of Active List service which he had undertaken, payment of 
the gratuity will be deferred until the end of such further service. 


“12. A short service commission officer who is granted a permanent commis- 
sion will not be eligible for any gratuity in respect of his service on a short 
service commission, but his service on that commission may count towards an 
ultimate award of retired pay or gratuity as a permanent officer. If, after receipt 
of a gratuity in respect of short service an officer is granted a permanent com- 
mission his previous service will not be reckonable towards an ultimate award of 
retired pay or gratuity as a permanent officer, unless satisfactory arrangements 
are made for the refund of the short service gratuity. 


“© 13. Service on a short service commission in the medical, dental or education 
branches of the Royal Navy may, in certain circumstances be treated as con- 
tributory service under the National Health Service (Superannuation) Regulations 
or under the Teachers’ (Superannuation) Act, as appropriate. Where service is 
so treated, both the employer’s and the officer’s contributions will be advanced 
by the Admiralty, and the total amount so advanced will be deducted from the 
gratuity for which the officer is eligible under the provisions of this Section. 
When contributions have been so advanced but, as a result of being transferred to 
the Permanent List, the officer does not qualify for gratuity under this Section, 
no refund of contributions will be required from the officer, but service which 
counts for service retired pay or gratuity may not also count as reckonable 
service for purposes of pension under the appropriate civil superannuation 
scheme. 


“SCHEDULE III 


* SECTION I 


“ Retired Officers of the Royal Navy and Royal Marines 
“* Re-employment in Peace-time 


“1. Except as provided in Section II an officer who is on retired pay may, 
while re-employed in or for training or on any authorised naval duty for periods 
not exceeding six consecutive months or aggregating six months or less in any 
twelve months, continue to draw his retired pay concurrently with any pay to 
which he is entitled ; but payment of retired pay may be suspended when there 
is doubt about the duration of the period of re-employment. No retired pay 
will be payable when the period of re-employment exceeds six months, and 
where the retired officer has commuted any part of the retired pay which would 
have been liable to suspension had he not commuted, a deduction equivalent to 
the amount commuted will be made from his pay. 


‘2. An officer whose service retired pay has been suspended under Clause 1 
and who, having been placed on the Retired List before Ist February, 1964, is 
re-employed on or after that date without an actual break in service, wi 
eligible on reversion to the Retired List for awards of retired pay and terminal 
grant under the provisions in Schedule I, Sections II and III as appropriate for 
officers retiring on or after 1st February, 1964, assessed on the basis of former 
service added to re-employed service. 


**3. An officer whose service retired pay has been suspended under Clause 1 
and who, having had a break in service, is in re-employment on or after 
ist February, 1964, may receive on reversion to the Retired List an award of 
say te pay assessed on the basis of former service added to re-employed service 
as follows: — 


(a) Under the provisions in Schedule I, Section II as appropriate for officers 
retiring on or after Ist February, 1964, provided that the period of re-employ- 
ment is not less than three years, or that the officer originally retired on or 
after that date ; but | 


(b) If the officer originally retired before Ist February, 1964, and the period 
of re-employment is less than three years, normally under the provisions of 
Order in Council (75*/N.P.) dated 28th March, 1962, as appropriate for 
officers retiring on or after Ist February, 1962; except that, if the officer’s 
previous rate of retired pay was awarded under an earlier Order in Council, 
assessment will instead be made in accordance with the provisions of such 
earlier Order in Council. 


If, during the period of re-employment, an officer has carried out duties clearly 
appropriate to a higher rank than the substantive rank which. he last held on the 
Active List and has received the pay and allowances appropriate to such higher 
rank, this service may be allowed to reckon for assessment of a revised rate of 
retired pay on a similar basis to that laid down for an Active List officer in 
Schedule 1, Section VI, Clauses 25 and 26. 


If the officer had originally retired at his own request, re-assessed retired pay 
under either (a) or (b) above will be on the basis of voluntary retirement, unless 
he is invalided from re-employment. 


“4. An officer whose retired pay has been suspended under Clause 1 may 
receive, on reversion to the Retired List on or after Ist February, 1964, terminal 
grant or additional terminal grant for each complete year of the period of 
re-employed service (with a maximum of ten years) at the rate of one-tenth of 
the difference between three times the annual amount of retired pay awarded on 
termination of re-employment and the terminal grant (if any) previously awarded. 


**5. An officer who originally retired at his own request with a gratuity only, 
may receive an additional gratuity of £180 for each completed year of re-employed 
service. 
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* SECTION II 


“ Retired Officers of the Royal Navy and Royal Marines: 
Re-employment in Emergency 


“6. On recall for service at a time of imminent national danger or of great 
emergency, or when re-employed with the armed forces on general mobilisation, 
one-half of the retired pay of a retired officer will remain in issue concurrently 
with the pay and allowances appropriate to his rank on re-employment. Any 
portion of the retired pay that has been commuted will be recovered from the 
retired pay remaining in issue, or, when this is insufficient to meet the liability, 
from his pay to the extent of the deficiency. 


“7. For the purpose of applying the provisions of Clause 6 to a retired 
Officer compulsorily recalled at a time of national emergency when general 
mobilisation has not been announced, the operative period will be determined 
by the Admiralty in consultation with the Lords Commissioners of H.M. Treasury. 


“SCHEDULE IV 


“Officers of the Women’s Royal Naval Service and Members of 
Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing Service 


(Note——For the general purposes of the regulations in this Schedule the 
term ‘Officer’ shall include a member of the Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval 
Nursing Service.) 


“1. Except as otherwise provided in this Schedule officers of the Women’s 
Royal Naval Service (W.R.N.S.) and members of Queen Alexandra’ s Royal 
Naval Nursing Service (Q.A.R.N.N.S.) holding appointments in the Permanent 
Service who retire from the Active List on or after 1st February, 1964, may be 
granted retired pay or gratuities under the general conditions applicable to 
Officers of the Royal Navy holding permanent regular commissions as prescribed 
in Schedule I, Section II. The rates will be 85 per cent. of the rates for men 
Officers of equivalent rank as indicated below.

“2. The general conditions in Schedule I, Sections III, IV, VI (as amplified 
in Clause 7 below), Clauses 9 to 13 of Section III of Schedule II and Sections I 
and II of Schedule III will also apply to officers except as provided in Clauses 4 
to 6 following. 
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“* 3. Retirement on marriage, or for compassionate reasons where the Admiralty 
are satisfied that such reasons necessitate retirement or termination of service, 
on or after Ist February, 1964, to be treated as compulsory retirement for 
purposes of awards of retired pay. 


“4. Gratuities for Third Officers, W.R.N.S. retired compulsorily. (a) After 7 
years’ service. Third Officers, W.R.N.S. who are retired compulsorily for non- 
employment on completion of seven years’ service in the rank will be eligible 
for a gratuity of £1,071. 


(b) After 5 years’ service. Third Officers, W.R.N.S., who opted, before Sth 
November, 1959, to be retired compulsorily for non-employment on completion 
of five years’ service in the rank, will be eligible for a gratuity of £765. 


“5. Gratuities for officers on short service engagements. (a) WR.N.S. Officers. 
W.R.N.S. officers granted short service commissions and who satisfactorily 
complete a seven-year commission on or after Ist February, 1964, will be 
eligible for a gratuity of £1,071. On optional withdrawal, after satisfactorily 
completing five years’ service on a short service commission, they will be eligible 
for a gratuity of £765. 


(b) Nursing Sisters. Nursing Sisters entered for short service will, on satis- 
factorily completing the period of service undertaken, be eligible for a gratuity 
at the rate of £153 for each year of short service. 


“6. Gratuities for permanent and short service officers leaving on marriage 
or for compassionate reasons. (a) Permanent officers who have completed at 
least four years’ service as officers and who, being ineligible for retired pay or 
for gratuities under the provisions of the foregoing clauses, are permitted to 
retire or require to terminate their service on marriage, or for compassionate 
reasons where the Admiralty are satisfied that such reasons necessitate retirement 
or termination of service, on or after Ist February, 1964, may be awarded a 
gratuity of £106 Ss. for each complete year of qualifying service. 


(6) Short service officers whose service is terminated for the reasons stated 
in the preceding sub-Clause will be eligible for a gratuity at the rate of £153 
a year proportionate to the length of service actually completed. 


The minimum of one year’s service stipulated in sub-Clause 9(c) of Section II 
of Schedule II may be disregarded for purposes of awards under this sub-Clause. 


“7, Definitions of service of permanent officers. Within the limits prescribed 
in Clause 32 of Schedule I, and except as provided in the modified regulations 
set out in Clause 6 above, all full-pay service as an officer of the W.R.N.S. or 
as a member of the Q.A.R.N.N.S. or Q.A.R.N.N.S. Reserve, or service as a 
rating in the W.R.N.S., may be taken into account in assessing qualifying and 
reckonable service for the award of retired pay and gratuities, as may service 
that would be treated as qualifying or reckonable service under Army and 
R.A.F. regulations. 


“SCHEDULE V 


“1. The provisions of this Schedule to apply only to officers serving under 
the terms and conditions laid down in Order in Council (No. 96/C.E.) of 
23rd July, 1931, and subsequent amending Orders in Council, who retire from 
the Active List at their own request before reaching the age of forty-five years 
in order to accept appointments in or under the Naval Ordnance Inspection 
Division of the Weapons Department of the Admiralty as members of the Works 
Group (Variant) Class of the Home Civil Service. 


“2. Such officers to be eligible from the date of their retirement from the 
Active List for awards of retired pay and terminal grant at the rates and under

the conditions in force at the time of their retirement for officers on the general 
Active List who are retired compulsorily for age or non-employment ; but not 
for any increase that might otherwise be payable in respect of service in acting 


and temporary rank under Clauses 25 to 27 of Section VI of Schedule I of 
this Order. 


“3. Any officer who, having retired from the Active List under the foregoing 
Clauses, voluntarily terminates his service in or under the Naval Ordnance 
Inspection Division within three years of taking up an appointment as a member 
of the Works Group (Variant) Class thereupon to have his retired pay reduced 
to the rate that would have been payable, less any part commuted, at the time 
of his retirement from the Active List had that retirement been treated as though 
it were that of an officer on the general Active List retired at his own request ; 
and to refund to the Admiralty: — 


(a) the difference between the higher and lower rates of retired pay in respect 
of the period during which the former was in payment ; and 


(b) the difference between terminal grants based on the higher and lower rates 
of retired pay. 
Payment of retired pay to be discontinued until arrangements satisfactory to 
Admiralty have been made for refund of the amounts due. 


“SCHEDULE VI 


‘“‘The provisions of this Schedule relate to ratings of the Royal Navy, other 
ranks of the Royal Marines, ratings of the Women’s Royal Naval Service and 
members of the Naval Nursing Auxiliary Section of Queen Alexandra’s Royal 
Naval Nursing Service who give service on full pay on or after 3lst January, 
1964. They do not apply to R.N. Locally Entered ratings other than Maltese. 
The rates of pension are effective from Ist April, 1964, but all those first 
discharged to pension on or after 31st January, 1964 (cease pay date) will receive 
the new rates of pension from Ist April, 1964, and will be paid the difference 
between the old and new terminal grants. 


“2. Except where otherwise stated, the term ‘ratings’ in this Schedule should 
be read as including Chief Petty Officers, Petty Officers, Non-commissioned 
Officers, ratings and other ranks of the Royal Navy, Royal Marines and the 
Women’s Royal Naval Service, and members of the Naval Nursing Auxiliary 
Section of Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing Service. 


“ SECTION I 


“‘ Service Pensions and Terminal Grants 
“Conditions of Award 


“3. A service pension and terminal grant assessed as in Clauses 6 to 14 may 
be awarded to: — 


(a) A rating discharged otherwise than for misconduct or for inefficiency 
within his own control, provided he has completed at least 22 years’ 
reckonable service. 


(b) A rating who is invalided after having undertaken an engagement or 
re-engagement which would normally enable him to qualify for pension 
under (a) above provided he has completed at least 12 years’ reckonable 
service. ‘i 


“4A rating whose services are terminated for misconduct or for inefficiency 
within his own control and who has completed at least 22 years’ reckonable 
service may be granted such portions of the service pension and terminal grant 
assessed under Clauses 6 to 14 as the Admiralty may determine, having regard 
to the circumstances of the case; but when the services are terminated for 
misconduct, the amount shall not in any event exceed 90 per cent. of the award 
which would have been admissible had the discharge been on other grounds. 
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“5. A rating serving On an engagement to complete 22 years’ service who 
would have been eligible on the termination of his engagement for a service 
pension under Clause 3(a) but who is discharged not more than three months 
before such termination so that he may enter civil employment which he has 
obtained but which cannot be held open for him, may be given a service pension 
and terminal grant calculated on the actual reckonable service he has rendered 
provided that this is not less than 21 years and 9 months. 


Assessment of Pension 

“6, Except as provided in Clauses 7 to 9 pension will be based on the length 
of reckonable service and on the highest paid rank, whether acting or confirmed, 
held for an aggregated period of two years or more during the five years 
preceding discharge to pension. 


‘“7. In the case of those invalided, pension may be based on the length of 
reckonable service and on the substantive rank held at the time of discharge if 
this is more favourable than the rule in Clause 6. 


‘““8. Where a rating has completed a pensionable engagement but is permitted 
to remain in the Service in a lower rank, he may on final discharge be awarded 
the pension for which he would have been eligible had he been discharged on 
the date on which he reverted to the lower rank (but calculated at the rates 
current at the date on which he is actually discharged) but with an addition 
based on his further service and rank as defined in Clauses 6 and 7. 


“9, Where a rating has been disrated for misconduct or reverted for inefficiency 
or unsuitability during the five years preceding termination of full pay service 
and is eligible for a service pension under Clause 3, the rank on which such 
pension is to be based will be determined by the Admiralty having regard to 
the circumstances of the case. 


** 10. Subject to Clause 13, pensions will be assessed at the following rates: —

“11. Addition for Aircrew Service. Where a Royal Naval rating has rendered 
aircrew service and has been awarded a service pension under the provisions of 
Clauses 6 to 10, an addition may be made, subject to Clause 13, at the following 
rates : — 


Pilots and Navigators __... Is Id. a week for each year of aircrew service. 
Other Aircrew Categories ... 11d. a week for each year of aircrew service. 
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“12. Addition for Commissioned Service. Where a rating had previous com- 
missioned service and has been awarded a service pension under the provisions 
of Clauses 6 to 10 an addition may be made, subject to Clause 13, to that 
pension at the rate of 2s. 10d. a week in the case of men and 2s. Sd. a week 
in the case of women for each year of reckonable commissioned service, subject 
to a maximum of six years such service. 


“13. Maximum Rates of Pension. Rates of pension as provided for in 
Clauses 6 to 10 will be subject to a maxima of £14 15s. Od. a week for men 
and £12 10s. 9d. a week for women. If additions are granted under Clauses 
11 and 12 the maxima will be £15 10s. Od. a week for men and £13 3s. 6d. a 
week for women. 


“14. Terminal Grant. A terminal grant in addition to service pension will 
be payable at a rate equal to three times the annual value of any pension 
awarded, a year for this purpose being regarded as 52 weeks. Where an addition 
in respect of a gallantry award is made to a pension under the provisions of 
Order in Council of 14th October, 1947, such addition shall be omitted for the 
purpose of assessing the terminal grant. 


“15. Previous Service as Maltese locally enlisted other rank or airman. 
Previous service as a Maltese locally enlisted other rank or airman which is 
reckonable for pension purposes may be added to reckonable naval service for 
the award of a service pension and terminal grant. The pension and terminal 
grant will be assessed at the current rate appropriate for each period of service, 
but assessed for both periods at the rank determined under Clauses 6 to 9. 


“16. The rates in this Section are for complete years of service. Rates for 
residual parts of a year will be calculated proportionately according to the 
number of days. 


Reckonable Service 


“17. Reckonable service for the purpose of determining entitlement to service 

pension will, subject to Clauses 18 to 20, be as follows: — 

(a) Unforfeited full pay service given, otherwise than as a commissioned officer, 
after attaining the age of 18 years, in the Royal Navy, the Royal Marines, 
the Army, the Royal Air Force, or in the Armed Forces of the British 
Commonwealth or Colonies, or in the former Armed Forces of India or 
Burma. 

(b) Service as a commissioned officer which would reckon under Clause 28 
of Section VI, Schedule I, and Clause 7 of Schedule IV. 

(c) Periods on full pay for the purposes of training while a member of the 
Auxiliary or Reserve Forces, except broken periods individually of less than 
six months’ duration. 

(d) Whilst a regular rating, periods in appointments not remunerated from 
Navy Funds which the Admiralty may decide can reasonably be regarded 
as part of the rating’s career as such. These will generally be appointments 
to which the rating brings his Naval knowledge and from which he acquires 
additional experience and which have been offered to him as part of his 
Naval service. 

(e) In the case of women, full time employment as a member of the Naval 
Nursing Auxiliary Section of Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing 
Service or with the Navy, Army or Air Force as a member of a Voluntary 
Aid Detachment. 


“18. The following shall not be reckonable service :— 


(a) Periods of imprisonment or detention, whether awarded summarily or by 
sentence of court martial; or confinement in cells. 


(b) Time forfeited through conviction by the Civil Power; or consequent 
upon an Order under the Probation of Offenders Act. 


(c) Time spent in desertion and, unless restored by the Admiralty, any service 
preceding desertion. 7 
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(d) Any service during which pension is drawn except as provided in Sections 
IV and V 


(e) Service rendered by any person who shall have re-entered after having 
been dismissed from the service with disgrace or with ignominy. 


“19. (a) In the case of previous service in respect of which the rating 
received a service gratuity (including a gratuity in respect of supplemental or 
extended service) it shall be a condition of allowing such service as reckonable 
service under Clause 17 that the gratuity shall be refunded either in a lump 
sum or otherwise. 


(b) In any case of previous service other than in the Royal Navy, Royal 
Marines, Army or Royal Air Force it may be stipulated as a condition for the 
allowing of such service towards pension or gratuity that the person makes a 
payment to Naval Funds, either in a lump sum or otherwise. 


“20. Service preceding a five year interval in service will not be reckonable 
unless specially so allowed by the Admiralty, and eligibility to reckon such 
service will normally tbe determined at the time of resumption of service. 
However the following periods will not be regarded as intervals in service for 
the purpose :— 


(a) A period during which a man was a member of a Reserve Force under- 
taking, or liable for, periodical training. 

(b) A period during which a man, although not a member of an organised 
reserve, remained liable for recall, provided his period of service included 
a period of war service. War service for this purpose is defined as full pay 
service between 3rd September, 1939, and 15th August, 1946. 


** SECTION II 


“‘ Service Gratuities 


“21. The provisions of this Section relate to ratings who are transferred to 
the Reserve or discharged from regular engagements without entitlement to 
service pension. 


‘*22. Reckonable service for the purposes of this Section will be as for service 
pensions in Clauses 17 to 20 of Section I. Where the total of reckonable 
service is not in complete years the residual period of less than a year will 
be reckonable in calculating the amount of the gratuity. The award for the 
residual part of a year will be calculated, according to the number of days, as 
a proportion of the increase for the next complete year at the appropriate 
point on the scale. 


** 23. Subject to the following provisions a rating who has 12 or more years’ 
reckonable service may be granted a service gratuity on the following scale: —

“24. Any rating who is serving on an engagement which carries eligibility 
to a service gratuity after 10 years’ reckonable service will be eligible for the 
appropriate gratuity under Clause 87 of Order in Council of 28th July, 1949, 
if discharged from the service with more than 10 but less than 12 years’ 
reckonable service. 
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“25. Ratings of the W.R.N.S. who were serving on Extended Service engage- 
ments and who undertook a new engagement of a further period of 4 years 
in the Permanent Service will be eligible for the gratuity that would have been 
payable under the Extended Service Engagement, or to a gratuity under either 
Clause 23 or Clause 26 as appropriate, whichever is the more favourable to 
them. ee gratuity payable under Clauses 23 or 26 will be increased by £25 
in such cases. 


“26. A rating who is invalided from a regular engagement with 3 or more 
years’ service and does not qualify for a service pension may be granted a 
service gratuity on the following scale: —

For service of 12 years or more the normal scale given in Clause 23 will apply. 


Service given before the age of 18 may be included as if it were reckonable 
service subject, where such service is allowed to count, to a maximum gratuity 
entitlement of £160 in the case of men and £136 in the case of women. 


“27, Special Provision for Aircrew Categories. Gratuities as follows may be 
paid to ratings of the Royal Navy who have rendered aircrew service and are 
discharged without entitlement to service pension: — 


Pilots and Navigators—£62 for each year of reckonable aircrew service. 
Other Aircrew Categories—£50 for each year of reckonable aircrew service. 


These special gratuities are in lieu of the ordinary rates of gratuity under 
Clauses 23 and 26 but are subject to the same conditions of award. 


R.N. ratings who have rendered both aircrew and other service may be awarded 
either a gratuity calculated at these special rates based on the limited period 
during which they have rendered aircrew service or a gratuity at the ordinary 
rates on the whole of their reckonable service, whichever is the more favourable. 


Should a rating be invalided while on aircrew service the minimum require- 
ment of three years’ service under Clause 26 will not apply and a special gratuity 
pa Clause appropriate to the length of reckonable aircrew service may be 
awarded. 


“28. Previous Service as Maltese locally enlisted other rank or airman. 
Previous service as a Maltese locally enlisted other rank or airman which is 
reckonable for gratuity purposes may be added to reckonable naval service for 
the award of a gratuity on discharge. The amount of gratuity payable is the sum 
of the amounts for each period of service, each amount being related to the 
gratuity payable on the total reckonable time on the current scale for each 
Service in the proportion of reckonable time in that Service to total reckonable 
time. 

‘© 29. Where a rating is discharged for misconduct or for inefficiency within 
his own control the award of a service gratuity and its amount will be at Admiralty 
discretion ; but where the discharge is for misconduct any gratuity awarded shall 
not exceed 90 per cent. of the award which would have been admissible had the 
discharge been on other grounds. 

“30. The Admiralty may stipulate that the award of any gratuity under this 
Section shall be conditional on the rating undertaking further service in the 
Reserves or other Auxiliary Force, and if the person refuses to undertake such 
service the gratuity, or such part of it as may be determined, shall not be payable. 
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“©31. A service gratuity will not be payable on re-engagement for further 
service, on appointment to a commission, or on discharge for the purpose of 
giving further full pay service in the Armed Forces. 


“32. If a rating dies while serving no gratuity will be payable under this 
Section. 


““ SECTION III 
“ Service Pensioners Re-employed in Peace Time 


“33. Ratings who were in re-employment on a pensionable basis on or after 
31st January, 1964, will qualify on discharge for re-assessed service pensions and 
terminal grants in accordance with the following conditions, provided that the 
interval in service, as defined in Clause 20 does not exceed five years. 


“34. Where the period of continuous pensionable re-employment is three years 
or more, or the rating is invalided from re-employment, the pension and terminal 
grant will be re-assessed on total pensionable service (including re-employed 
service) in accordance with Clauses 6 to 10 of this Schedule. The amount of 
terminal grant will be reduced by the amount of any terminal grant previously 
paid. 

“*35. Where a pensioner who was re-employed in a lower rank than that held 
when he was originally discharged to pension has qualified for re-assessment of 
his pension under Clause 34 he may on final discharge, if more to his advantage, 
be awarded the pension to which he would have been entitled at the time when 
he was originally discharged to pension, but calculated in accordance with 
Clauses 6 to 10 of this Schedule, together with an addition based on his further 
service and rank as defined in Clauses 6 and 7 of this Schedule. 


“36. Where the period of continuous pensionable re-employment is less than 
three years and the rating is not invalfded the pension will be re-assessed on total 
pensionable service at the rates laid down in the Order in Council under which 
the previous pension was awarded. A terminal grant, if payable under this Order 
in Council, will be re-assessed on total pensionable service and reduced by the 
amount of the terminal grant previously paid. 


‘** 37. Pensioners re-employed after an interval of over five years. Where a 
pensioner is re-employed on a pensionable basis after an interval in service of 
more than five years, as defined in Clause 20, the pension previously awarded will 
not be re-assessed on final discharge and no terminal grant will be payable. Where 
the period of continuous pensionable re-employment is 3 years or more or the 
rating is invalided from re-employment the pension previously awarded will be 
increased by additions in respect of the re-employed service at the rates shown in 
Clause 10. Where the period of re-employment is less than 3 years and the rating 
is not invalided the additional service rendered will reckon for increase of the 
pension Only at the rates laid down in the Order in Council under which the 
pension was awarded. 


“38. Pensionable Re-employment—Definition. For the purpose of this Section 
re-employment on a pensionable basis shall be any period of re-employed naval 
service during which a long service pensioner has given up payment of his pension 
in order that such additional service may be reckonable for increase of pension 
on final discharge. 


** 39. Officers Re-employed as Ratings. An officer who after being awarded 
retired pay under Schedule 1 to Order in Council of 3rd August, 1960, or other 
Order in Council and who is subsequently re-employed as an R.N. rating or 
Royal Marine other rank may be dealt with under this Section as though his 
retired pay were a service pension. 

“40. Commutation. When a pensioner who has commuted a part of his pension 
re-enters the Royal Navy or the Royal Marines and ceases to draw pension he 
shall be required to refund the value of the commuted part for the period of 
further service. He shall be given the option of refunding the money by: — 

(a) deduction from his final pension, on discharge, for a period equal to the 

re-employed service of an amount equivalent to that commuted ; or 
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(b) deduction from any terminal grant payable on final discharge ; or 


(c) further commutation of pension to provide a sum equal to the capital value 
of the commuted portion of the original pension for the period of re- 
émployed service ; or 


(d) deduction from Naval pay while serving. 


A deduction equivalent to the amount of the original part of pension commuted 
will be made from any revised award made on final discharge, but the commuta- 
tion will be ignored in assessing the final terminal grant which will be based 
on the gross pension irrespective of commutation. 


“SECTION IV 


“ Future Emergency Re-employment of Service Pensioners 


“41. This Section relates to: — 
(a) Service pensioners recalled for service, during a period of general recall. 


(b) Other service pensioners who give further service (otherwise than on normal 
or non-continuous service engagements) during a period of general recall 
to service on account of an emergency, or who are specially re-employed on 
full pay in anticipation of an imminent general recall. 


“42. The provisions of this Section may be brought into operation for such 
pensioners on such occasions and for such periods as the Admiralty may, in con- 
sultation with the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, determine. 


“ 43. A service pensioner will, during periods of further service to which these 
provisions apply, continue to receive his service pension subject to the conditions 
normally attached thereto. 


“44. On discharge or release from such service a service pensioner, provided 
his service has been satisfactory and of at least six months’ duration, may receive 
an addition to his pension of half the difference between :— 


(a) the pension for which his previous service qualified him, or would have 
qualified him under Clauses 6 to 10 of this Schedule, and 


(b) the pension for which he would be eligible under Clauses 6 to 10 of this 
Schedule, if his further service were added to his previous service. 


“45. No terminal grant or additional terminal grant will be payable in respect 
of the re-employment. 


“46. An addition under Clause 44 of this Section may be granted although 
the existing pension was assessed under regulations in force before 31st January, 


“47, If service pensioners are employed with the Armed Forces of the British 
Commonwealth or Colonies, the provisions of this Section may be applied to them 
at Admiralty discretion as if their further service had been with the Royal 
Navy, Royal Marines or Women’s Royal Naval Service. 


** SECTION V 


“Ratings serving on regular engagements continuing in service during a 
Future Emergency 


“48. The following Clause will be brought into operation on such occasions, 
being periods of general recall to service on account of emergency as the 
Admiralty may, in consultation with the Lords Commissioners of H.M. Treasury, 
determine and in respect of each such occasion may fix a date from which it 
will come into operation and after which it will cease to apply. 
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“49. A rating serving on a normal regular engagement while this Clause is in 
operation, who completes 22 years’ service reckonable for pension under Section 
I of this Schedule, may be allowed, with effect from the date of completion of 
22 years’ service, to receive an immediate award of service pension and terminal 
grant, calculated on 22 years’ service. If he elects to receive pension while 
serving, he will thereafter be regarded for pension purposes as a re-employed 
pensioner under Section IV of this Schedule. 


** SCHEDULE VII 


“* Abatement from Service Retired Pay and Service Pension in relation to 
Retirement Pension under the National Insurance Act 


“1. The provisions of this Schedule relate to officers of the Royal Navy, Royal 
Marines, Women’s Royal Naval Service and Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval 
Nursing Service; ratings of the Royal Navy and the Women’s Royal Naval 
Service, other ranks of the Royal Marines and members of the Naval Nursing 
Auxiliary Section of Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing Service who 

(a) enter the service on or after Ist July, 1949; or 

(b) re-enter the service, after a break in service, on or after Ist July, 1949; 

except those who re-enter within twelve months of being invalided or those 
who have already been granted service retired pay or service pension before 
re-entry. 

Any rating or other rank the regular part of whose engagement terminated 
before Ist July, 1949, but who continued to serve on the reserve portion of that 
regular engagement shall, if he rejoined the service on a regular engagement 
before the termination of the reserve portion of his previous regular engagement, 
be regarded as having continuous regular service for the purpose of this Clause. 


‘*2. The Admiralty may exempt from the provisions of this Section any officer, 
rating or other rank, who entered or re-entered the Royal Navy after 30th June, 
1949, if satisfied that such entry or re-entry was in fulfilment of an undertaking 
or commitment entered into before Ist July, 1949. 


‘**3. Except as provided in Clause 4 of this Schedule, service retired pay or 
service pension granted to a retired officer or pensioned rating or other rank shall 
be reduced by 4d. a week for each complete year of reckonable service, subject 
to a maximum of 16s. Od. a week, on becoming eligible for a National Retire- 
ment Pension on attaining the age of 65, in the case of men, or on attaining the 
age of 60 in the case of women. 


“4. No abatement, however, shall be made in the case of a person permanently 
resident outside the United Kingdom, unless that person is receiving retirement 
pension under the National Insurance Act, 1946, or a corresponding award 
payable under reciprocal arrangements with the country of domicile.” 


Her Majesty, having taken the said Memorial into consideration, was 
pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to approve of what 
is therein proposed. 


And the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
are to give the necessary directions herein accordingly.

Whereas there was this day read at the Board a Memorial from the Right 
Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, dated the 23rd day 
of March, 1964 (N.P. 893/64) in the words following, viz: — 


** Whereas by Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions Act, 
1865, it is enacted, inter alia, that all pay, pensions, or other allowances 
in the nature thereof, payable in respect of services in Your Majesty’s Naval 
or Marine Forces to a person being or having been an Officer, Seaman or 
Marine therein, shall be paid in such manner and subject to such restrictions, 
conditions and provisions as are from time to time directed by Order in 
Council: 


“ And Whereas by Order in Council dated the 20th February, 1959, rates 
and conditions of award of service pensions, terminal grants and service 
gratuities were laid down for Chief Petty Officers, Petty Officers and Men 
of Your Majesty’s Naval Forces locally entered at Hong Kong: 


“And Whereas we are of opinion that the rates of service pensions, 
_ terminal grants and service gratuities of Chief Petty Officers, Petty Officers 
and Men of Your Majesty’s Naval Forces locally entered at Hong Kong 
should be increased : 


“We beg humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to authorise us to make an increase 
of 334% in the amount of service pensions, terminal grants and service 
gratuities which are assessed at the rates laid down in Order in Council 
dated 20th February, 1959, for payment to Chief Petty Officers, Petty 
Officers and Men of Your Majesty’s Naval Forces who have been or may 
be locally entered at Hong Kong and who are discharged from the Naval 
Service after 31st December, 1962, (cease pay date). 


“The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have signified 
their concurrence in this proposal.” 


Her Majesty, having taken the said Memorial into consideration, was 
pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to approve of what 
is therein proposed. 


And the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
are to give the necessary directions herein accordingly.
